‘washington, D. C., Nov. 29.—[Special.]— 
Secretary Alger ‘today received the report 
of the court-martial-in the case of Captain 
Lovering. As already foreshadowed in 
Tue TRIBUNE, the court-martial has found 
Captain Lovering guilty of conduct preju- 
dicial to military order and good discipline 
under the sixty-second article of war, which 
provides that “all crimes not capital and 
all disorders and neglects which officers 
and soldiers may be guilty of to the preju- 
Bice of good order and military discipline, 
though not mentioned in the foregoing 
articles of war, are to be taken cognizance 
pf by a general, regimental, garrison, or 
field officers’ court-martial, according to 
the nature and degree of the offense and 


' punished at the discretion -of -such court.”

_ The report of the court-martial forwarded 
by General Hunter took the usual course, 
being sent to the office of the Judge Ad- 
woeate General and from there the finding 
was immediately communicated to the Sec- 
retary of War and later in the afternoon 
to the President in person. Under the law 
the decision of the court-martial must be 
approved, and this course will be taken as 


‘ msual, but it is a significant fact that steps 


have already been taken to formulate the 
reprimand for Captain Lovering, and it is 
guite likely that Secretary Alger will have 
in his pocket a draft of the order when 
he goes to the meeting of the Cabinet to- 
morrow. Captain Lovering practically ad- 
mitted all the facts in the case as originally 
told exclusively in THE TRIBUNE. His only 
Sefense was that unusual action was taken 
because Private Hammond had defied his 
superior officer. The finding of the court 
eto the effect that Captain Lovering was 
pot justified by any necessity of enforcing 
discipline in dragging Hammond by the

Mayor Edward F: Gorton Hears the 
Case at Night, While the Whole 
Tewn Awatiis—Herrick, the Agent, 
Is Proven to Have Spoken with Dis- 
respect to the Police Force and This 
Point Weighs in Favor of the Pros- 
ecution. 


Lake Forest trembles with a new sensa- 
tion. John V. Farwell was fined $10 last 
night for taking sand away from the beach 
in front of the village park. 

The place is in a whirlwind of excitement. . 
Never since the college boys took the red 
cow up in the belfry or the two principals 
of the high school battled for supremacy 
has the peaceful suburb been so stirred. 

Mr. Farwell was formally arraigned before 
the bar of the highest tribunal in Lake 
Forest and there charged by Mayor Edward 
F..Gorton with willfully, purposely ,knowing- 
ly, and of his own free will and accord hav- 


' ing broken, fractured, cracked, chipped, tam- 


pered with, encroached upon, violated, and 
injured certain stafutes of the said village 
of Lake Forest relative to removal of sand 
from the lake shore in front of the city 
park. 


Entire Town. Attends. 


All Lake Forest was out to see. The 
7:59% passenger train and the 8:41\% freight 
were suffered to thunder through the town 
in silence, without’a soul gt the depot to 
see them pass. The college halls were de- 
serted and the stores were locked at sun- 
down. 

The world, as far as Lake Forest is con- 
cerned, revolved around the long, low town 
hall, where Justice King sat upon the wool- 
sack and listened to the sad recital of how 
the lovely village had been bereft of sundry 
and divers loads of sand by one Herrick, in 
the employ, hire, and pay of John V. Far- 
More than that, he had taken that 
spotiess sand for low—even degrading— 
filling in a common garden wherein grew 
onions and cabbages. 


Insult to Park Policeman. 


More than this did Mayor Gorton, as pros- 
ecuting attorney, exhibit to the startled 


_ gaze of his Honor on the bench. There was 


a more heinous crime than even the taking 
of the sand. Herrick, the hired. minion 
of Mr. Farwell, not content with driving 
away with sections of the beach in his 
wagon, had turned upon John McClosker, 
the park police force of Lake Forest, and 
told him to “ lay on ice.’’ 

Mayor Gorton brought this out in a most 
skillful cross-examination. The witness 
tried to dodge, but Mayor Gorton asked: 

“Die you not say something to Police, 
man McCiosker about laying on ice’?’’ 

The witness, who was Herrick himself, 
tried to say he had meant that the sand 
should Hie on ice. But the lawyer drew 
from him the damaging admission. 

This was an awful blow to the defense. 
Tre horrible consequences that might have 
ensued had Policeman McClosker followed 


the. advice of Driver Herrich were too ob- 
j seams for the court to overlook,

‘ , who Handled his own case, 
was called to the stand. He said he 
had-taken sand from the beach; that he had 
taken it from in front of the city’s park.

ROBBEDOPHER GEMS 


Mrs. Maurice Eppénstein Held 
Up While at Home. 


THREE MEN IN THE RAID. 


Brush Past the Servant and 
Hurry Above Stairs, 


GET JEWELRY WORTH $3,500 


Three men forced their way into the home 
of Mrs. Maurice Eppenstein, 4444 Wabash 
avenue, yesterday afternoon, compelled her 
to give them her.keys on penalty of her life, 
and stole $3,500 worth of diamonds and jew- 
elry. Two of the men rang the bell at the 
house at 2:45 o’clock and asked to see Mrs. 
Eppenstein. They forced their way past 
the servant and drove her into the back part 
of the house. Mrs. Eppenstein was ill and 
in bed, but dressed herself when she heard 
the disturbance below. As she came out of 
her bedroom the men met her in the hall up- 
stairs: 

One of them, who said he was a detective, 
pushed her back into the room, drew two 
revolvers, and demanded the keys to her 
jewel case. She gave them up, and another 
man, who had followed the others in, quickly 
emptied the diamonds into his , pockets. 
The servant was called up-stairs, robbed of 
50 cents, and locked up with Mrs. Eppen- 
stein in the bedroom, while the robbers 
escaped by the back stairway. 


Chief Takes Up the Case. 


Passers-by, to whom the two women called 
from a window, released them, iand Mrs. 
Eppenstein went at once to Chief Kipley's 
office, where she reported the robbery. ‘The 
Chief called up Captain Howe at Hyde Park 
and he went to work on the case, while de- 
tectives from the South Side district and 
headquarters began to search for the in- 
truders. 

Mrs. Eppenstein was nearly hysterical 
from fright and the loss of ber jewels, but 
was able to furnish the police a detailed de- 
scription of the three men within a short 
time after the robbery occurred. With this 
information the police hope to capture the 
men, and within a few hours after the rob- 
bery had made several arrests which may 
prove valuable. 


Details of the Robbery. 


The servant, Mary Krants, was the only 
other member of the family in the house 
when the robbery occurred. Mr. Bppen- 
stein was at his place of business, 282% 
State street, and the four children had gone 
out a short time before. Mrs. Eppenstein 
has been ill for several days. The men evi- 
dently watched the house carefully and 
awaited their opportunfty. 

The servant answered the ring at the door 
and saw two men. They said they were 
detectives and must see Mrs. Eppenstein at 
oneée. The girl went to the foot ot tie Stairs 
which. lead up from the sitti: Grieg ch 
talled-to her mistress. Wher ‘tur 
and looked back there were ‘4 
One of them pushed her into 
the dining-room and remained behind, while 
the other two went up-stairs.

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SGORCHER OF THE PLAINS. 


UNION PACIFIC MAIL TRAIN MAKES 
A WONDERFUL RUN. 


Covers the Distance from Cheyenne. 
Wyo., to Omaha, Neb., 519 Miles, in 


520 Minutes, Including Time Lost in | 


Making Thirteen Stops—One Stretch 
of One Hundred Miles Is Made in 
the Remarkable Time of Eighty- 
Eight Minutes. , 


Omaha, Neb., Nov. 20.—[{Special.]—In the | 


twilight at 5:54 this evening, when Engineer 
George Dickson brought one of the great 
engines of the Union Pacific to a stop is 
the Union Depot and leaped from the cab, he 
had completed one of the fastest runs eyer 
made by a railroad train in a long distance 
run in which stops were included in the 
running time. The engine brought in the 
fast mail, and it had come from Cheyenne 
to Omaha, 519 miles, in 520 minutes. The 
record-breaker was not made in a spirit of 
fun, but for the purpose of avoiding a heavy 
fine for missing the Eastern connections 
with the Pacific mail. 

All the regular stops were made and one 
extra, when an airbrake burst and had to 
be repaired, at the expense of several min- 
utes of time. A burned-out bridge near 
Medicine Bow,.Wyo., delayed the mail five 
hours and thirty utes. The train reached 
Cheyenne five hours late. It was necessary 
to reach Council Bluffs on time or pay a 
heavy fine to the government. 


Started on the Race. 


When this discovery was made the two mail 
cars were cut loose and started, upon their 
wild rush against time across the Nebraska 
prairie. Engineer Walker was in the cab and 
Conductor Charles Goodrich had charge of 
the train. The road between these two points 
is perfectly ballasted, little wind obstructed 
the course of the flying train, and everything 
was exactly as it should pe for a splendid 
trial of speed. When thetrain had reeled off 
the first 100 miles in less than ninety min- 
utes it was apparent that a new world's 
record was about to be made, and the news 
was flashed over the wire. 

Crowds began to gather at tl.e various 
Stations to see the fast train as it rushed by 
on its race against time. The engineer is a 
veteran, and plans were made to put an 
equally good man in the cab when North 
Platte was reached. At that time more than 
one mile a minute had been mad@ for the 


whole distance, including stops. The actual 


running time is much greater, bit has not 
been figured out. Six stops of from three to 
five minutes were made for coal and water, 
and seven of from one‘to two minutes for 
railroad crossings. Railroad men here say 
that when the actual running time has been 
figured out it will be even more startling. 
Engineer Dickson kept the record up, but 
was forced to slow down for ten miles in 
passing through South Omaha and the 
Omaha yards. 


Remarkable Runs Made. 
Cheyenne to Sidney, 102 miles, was mad” 
in 107 minutes. Engineers were changed 
and the run from Sidney to North Platte, 
123 miles, was made in 118 minutes. Or.

DEATH IN THE GALE. 


Sebres of Lives Lost on the 
English Coast. 


MANY VESSELS WRECKED. 


' Greatest 
| Known in Years: 


INLAND TOWNS ALSO SUFFER 


London, Nov. 29.—The latest reports from 
various points along the coast show that 
the gale whieh swept English waters last 
night and today was one of the worst storms 
of recent years. In many places it was 
almost cyclonic in its violence and the long 
list of disasters includes a large loss of 
life, many wrecks of large Vessels, and the 
loss of scores, if not hundreds) of smaller 
craft, 
ashore at many important towns. 

In the north the wind was accompanied 
by blinding snow and hail that hid the lights 
and immensely increased the difficulties of 
navigation. Many shfps are known to have 
foundered, in most cases, it is feared, with 
all on board. 


Many Sailors Perish. 

An unknown vessel has been wrecked on 
the rocks at Berwick-on-Tweed. All of the 
crew were drowned. The British steamer 
‘Esparto foundered, off Royal Sovereign 
Lightship in the English Channel, between 
Dungeness and Beachy Head, yesterday 
morning, after having been in collision with 
the French steamer Noel. The latter vessel 
was beached at Dungeness in a sinking con- 
| dition. No lives were lost. The Esparto was 
@ 1,245-ton vessel and hailed London. 
The Noel registers 1,721 tons and fts hailing 
port is Dunkirk. 

Last evening the steamer Rose of Devon, 
Captain Davis, went. on the rocks near Red- 
ruth, Cornwall, where it pounded all night 
long, the crew of twelve perishing. This 
morning the bodies of the Captain and five 
seamen, all weartng life belts, were washed 
ashore. 

On the Norfolk coast, between Bacton and 
Happisburg, five vessels, as yet unidentified, 
went down, and the crews of all perished. 

A number of bodies have been washed 
ashore near Yarmouth. The brig Rugby 
was wrecked off Hemsby. The ceast guard 
service made desperatc efforts to save the 
crew and succeeded in getting a line on 
board. A dying woman was “rocketed ” in 
safety, and then the brig capsized, all the 
rest of the ship's company perishing. 

A large steam collier dashed upon Flam- 
borough Head, the famous promoritory on 
the North Sea coast, doated, and then feun- 
dered with all on board. A steamer not yet 
identified was wrecked on Bridlington sands 
with the entire company. .

KAISER WILHELM DER GROSSE 
BEATS ALL OCEAN RECORDS. 


On Its Eastern Trip Just Finished the 
Big Liner Reaches Southampton 
from New York in 5 Days 17 Hours | 
and 45 Minutes—Best Previous Ran 
Was Made by the St. Louis in 6 Days 
10 Hours and 14 Minutes Several 
Months Ago.

New York, Nov: 29.--[Spécial.]—The North } 


German Lioyé steamship Kaiser Wilhelm 
der Grosse, the new-giant of the ocean, has 
again demonstrated itself to be the scorcher 
of the seas. In a voyage from this port :o 
Southampton, ended today, which ,wgs at- 
tended by rough weather, the great German 
flyer established a new record, knocking 
into comparative insignificance the hereto- 
fere considered fast time of its rivals. The 
Kaiser Wilhelm is now full monarch of the 
seas. It holds both the eastward and west- 
ward records, 

On the trip just finished it made the dis- 
tance from the Sandy Hook lightship to 
the Needles, more than 3,000 miles, in 5 
days 17 hours 35 minutes, according to the 
company figures. This is 15 hours and 4) 
minutes better than the time of the St. 
Louis, the holder of the record for the course 
up to today. The American liner traveled 
the course on the voyage ending on Sept. 
8 last, in 6 days 10 hours 14 minutes. 

‘Previous to that the Hamburg American 
liner Fuerst Bismarck held the record, its 
figures being 41 minutes slower than those 
of the St. Louis. ¢ ‘ 


Seas Rough and Gales Frequent. 


The Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse left Ho- 
boeken at 3 o'clock last Tuesday afternoon.

Few looked for a record 
from the big steamship, although When it 
started out the chief engineer had orders 
to send. the immense propellers whirling 
across the Atlantic as fast as the ponderous 
engines would drive them. 

Southampton isnot a stopping port of any 
of the North Gérman Lloyds -eastward 
bound fleet, but, having captured all other 
desirable records, it was decided to send the 
big vessel past the Needles in order to 
capture the Southampton record. 


Now Queen of the Seas.

The advertisement was usually that of a 
magazine, and offered either a large sum of 
money or valuable prizes for inserting the 
proper letters in ten or a dozen words which 
appear simple, but as a general thing tho 
blanks are so arranged that two words can 
be made by inserting the same number of 
letters. A subscription to the magazine was 
a condition to winning the prize..

Rochester and Strood, on the Medway, about 
thirty miles southeast of London, have suf- 
fered severely. At Rochester the gas works 
are flooded, and the town is in darkness. 

The gale is now traveling southward and 
traversing various parts of the continent. 
Very rough weather is reported along the 
north coast of France. 

The district near the mouth of the Thames 
has suffered severely, several townships 
being partly submerged. The Sheerness 
dockyard and the Woolwich arsenal were 
inundated. At Scarborough, the fashionable 
watering place, the sea wall was washed 
away. At Yarmouth, Lewestoft, and other 
coast towns of Norfolk, 
were flooded. 

At Liverpool the squalls blew off the 
roofs of several houses, threw down chim- 
neys, and tore up trees. The Mersey flood- 
ed its banks on the Chester side and deluged 
the shore district for miles. i 


Valuable Yachts Sunk. 

Similar disasters occurred at Holyhead, 
where a number of valuable yachts were 
sunk at their moorings. Scarcely a vestige 
remains in sight of the wreck of Lord Nel- 
son’s old flagship, the Foudroyant, long 
‘fast in the sands off Blackpool. There is 
a great deal of wreckage near the Goodwin 
sands. 

The scenes at such popular resorts as 
Yarmouth and Margate were of great 
grandeur, but the damage done was enor- 
mous. Tremendous seas still invade the 
gardens of the hotels and residences, wreck- 
ing the parades and buildings, while much 
débris is floating about. Immense damage 
has been done to the government property 
at the Sheerness dockyard and the Wool- 
wich arsenal. The tide invaded almost all 
the work shops, quenched the engine fires, 
and stopped the electric lights. 

The boom of distress from Goodwin 
sands has been almost continuous. Below 
London bridge the low-lying houses and 
cellars are flooded and all ‘woske is tém- 
porarily suspended along the Thames, even 
as high as Charing Cross. The continual 
rising of the river is iooked upon as om- 
inous, though as yet no damage has been 
done above London bridge.

GERMANY’S STRINGENT DEMAND 


China Resisting the Claim Diplomatic- 
ally and Russia So Far Not 
Interfering. 


Pekin, Nov. 29.—Inquiries made here In 
Chinese official circles confirm the state- 
ments contained in dispatches from Shang- 
hai giving the substance of the demands 
made by Baron von Heyking, the German 
Minister to China, as a result of the murder 
recently of German missionaries and the de- 
struction of German mission property. Ger- 
many, through her Minister. asks for the 
discovery and execution of the murderers 
of the missionaries, Nies and Hennle; the 
punishment of the implicated officials, in- 
cluding the Governor of the Shan Tung 
Province, in which part of China the mis- 
sion was situated; the recons.ruction of the 
missionary buildings; the payment of an in- 
demnity of. 600,000 taels to the relatives of 
the victims; the payment of a heavy in- 
demnity to cover the expenses of the Ger- 
man naval expedition and the maintenance 
of the German force at Kiao-Chou Bay; the 
railroad monopoly of the Shan Tung Prov- 
ince; and the occupation of Kiao-Chou Bay 
as a German coaling. station. 

China will refuse the demands of Germany, 
but will express a willingness to make am 
ple reparation for the murder of the mission- 
aries and for the damage done to the mis- 
sioh property. 

Russia, it is understood, is not yet helping 
China. The latter country has decided not 
to provoke hostilities and to trust to diplo- 
macy for a settlement of the difficulties 
which have arisen in connection with the 
mission outrages.

Warships Almost Useless Owing 
to Official Steals. 


CARLIST CAUSE IS GROWING,

Havana, Nov. 29.—[Copyright, 1897, by W. 
R. Hearst.)—The Controller of Interior 
Revenue, José Ruibal, shot himself yester- 
day evening in his office at the Bank of 
Spain.in. Havana, The suicide is thought 
to be a prelude to the audit of accounts anu 
the minute scrutiny now being applied to the 
financial transactions of each department. 
Thefts of'army and navy funds are being 
exposed daily. I have heard many here ex- 
press the wish that Don Carlos could be 
placed on the Spanish throne. They state 
that he at least would never truckle to the 
Yankees as Queen Isabella is doing. 

Secret meetings to discuss the situation 
have been recently held, at which officers 
of the army and volunteers have attended, 
and the Carlist cause has been openly es- 
poused as the only possible outlet from the 
dilemma in which the Spanish party is 
placed. 

The bomb placed outside the American 
consulate proved to be a well-made infernal 
machine, containing a large charge of dyna- 
mite. Thursday night a similar bomb was 
discovered by the police at the headquar- 
ters of the Dragon. The fuse had burnt 
away, but had failed to explode the charge. 
The police fear an extensive conspiracy is 
on foot and all public buildings are being 
closely watched. An extra patrol is placed 
on the Consulate building. 


Warships in Poor Condition. 

The condition of the Spanish warships in 
Havana is causing much comment among 
Spaniards here. In e event of war with 
the United, States most of the fleet in these 
waters would be practically useless, being in 
need of repairs. Funds devoted to this work 
were stolen under Weyler. 

The new floating dry dock was tested yes- 
terday and will be prepared at once to at- 
tend to the much needed outside repairs to 
the fleet. At present Spain has to dock her 
ships in. St. Thomas for repairs, and in case 
of trouble with the United States this would 
place her in an awkward predicament. 

Admiral Manterola, who arrived from 
Spain on Thursday to take command of the 
fleet, is preparing to make a thorough in- 
spection of the naval forces in Cuba. 

Calixto Garcia is seriously menacing Hol- 
guin, and reinforcements are being hurried 
there. 


Raiding Around Havana. 

Yesterday insurgent leader Délanco and 
Colonel:Gayo entered Pazo Viejo, a suburb 
of Havana, and looted government stores. 
The firing last night greatly alarmed Ha- 
vana. A party of insurgents got beyond con- 
trol of their leader and hanged three of- 
ficers of guerrillas. 

Colonel Fourcade, a French citizen, was 
captured by the Spanish troops under Col- 
onel Vera.

FIRMLY SET AGAINST HOME RULE 


Romero Robledo Says Sagasta’s Policy 
Will Not End the War in 
Cuba.

Robledo published tonight in the Journal 
Correspondencia have excited remarkable 
criticism.

DEATH’S HARVEST IN CUBA, 


Results of the Starvation and Murder 
Under Weyler Make an Ap- 
palling Story.

certain that this Cuban massacre of the 
innocents will reach 400,000. And this awful 
number does not include those killed in bat- 
tle or the thousands and thousands of wom- 
en and: children who have died of exposure, 
disease, and massacrté in the “‘ managuas ” 
and swamps. 

It now seems certain that more than half 
a million people, for the most part loyal 
subjects of Spain, have been killed by Span- 
ish warin Cuba. A week's trip through the 
Provinces of Havana, Matanzas, and Santa 
Clara has tended to make moderate this 
tremendously extreme figure. The figures 
of Spanish official reports show but a part 
of the mortality. They only give the num- 
ber buried in consecrated ground—they do 
not give that fully. And yet these official 
ultra-Spanish reports of burial permits is- 
gued admit that in the Province of Santa 
lara there have died and been buried since 
Weyler’s fiat 71,847 persons. The number 
of people for whose protection Weylef was 
direcly responsible was 155,182 in Santa 
Clara Province. And of these he killed 
86,216, or over one-half of them. 

Santa Clara has so far been by far the least 
destitute of the provinces. It has many 
cattie and not a very thick population. Be- 
tween its 53 per cent dead to Pinar del Rio’s 
udimitted 80 per cent are the Provinces of 
Matangas and Havana, with a 60 and 70 
per cent mortality respectively. These per- 
centages are established now by the actual 
figures in some thirty cities and towns. 
Applied to the denser populations of their 
respective provinces, the total deaths since 
Weyler’s “ Bando ’” will foot up nearly a 
million. 

Liverpool, Nov. 29,—Letters received here 
today in the West African mail bring ter- 
rible news concerning the Cuban exiles on 
the Island of Fernando Po, the Spanish 
penal colony. It is said that 150 out of the 
250 exiles sent there are already dead and 
that the survivors complain bitterly of the 
treatment they have received. Some of 
the exiles were transported from Cuba with- 
out trial and were landed at Fernando Po 
to live as best they could. The dead were 
buried without coffins. 


ENGLAND’S WEST AFRICA ROW. 


Troops Being Collected Near Lagos, 
Though the Policy Is Said to 
Be One of Peace. 


London, Nov. 30.—The Daily Graphic 
makes prominent this morning an announce- 
ment which, it claims, represents the views 
of the government as to the Anglo-French 
complications in the Nikki vicinity of the 
disputed Niger territory. It says: ‘‘ Great 
Britain will carefully avoid imitating the 
French policy of exclusive occupation in the 
disputed territory of the Lagos Hinterland. 
Although a small French force has occupied 
Kishi, a disputed town, no attempt will be 
made to dislodge them pending the discus- 
sions as to the boundaries now in progress 
in Paris. 

“The British force is being collected in 
the north of Lagos only to be ready for the 
occupation and organization of the Borgu 
district, which, it is expeeted, will be in- 
cluded in the British sphere as a result of 
the Paris conference."’

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Minister De Lome Explains 
the Scheme of Autonomy. — 


DECLARES IT IS LIBERAL. 


All That the Autonomists Have 
Ever Demanded. 


FRANCHISE IS UNIVERSAL.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 29,—Sefior Dupuy 
de Lome, the Spanish Minister, has received 
long dispatches from Madrid showing in de- 
tail the plan of autonomy which Spain is 
about to apply to Cuba. While these do not 
give the text of the new law, they explain 
all important features and clear up doubts 
which had arisen from the unofficial reports 
which have come from Madrid. Speaking 
of the new laws, the Minister said today: 

“Tl regret that much misapprehension has 
arisen over the new law owfhg to the very 
meager reports heretofore received concern- 
ing it. I must admit also that! have been 
astonished at the disposition in some quar- 
ters to criticise smal] technical features 
without looking at the broad, general char- 
acter of the new reform law. It is a meas- 
ure which will stand the closest scrutiny, 
and I am very desirous that the American 
people should look into it with care, study- 
ing it and comparing it with other constitu- 
tional methods of governing colonies. Such 
study, I am sure, will fully vindicate the 
law and commend it to the ptople of this 
country outside of those irreconcilables who 
are always to be met with. 


All That Autonomists Demand. 


‘One of the recent criticisms is that this 
plan of autonomy is the same as the old 
plan, with some change of detail. Asa mat- 
ter of fact, the new plan is a complete real- 
ization of the policy and platforms of the 
autonomist party during the last twenty 
years. The old plan of autonomy gave to 
Cuba an advisory bedy. It did not have 
final authority in making laws, but merely 
advised as to those laws. Now, however, 
the new haw proposes to give Cuba a par- 
liamentary body of full law making power. 
The completeness of this legislative power 
is as great. if not greater than that enjoyed 
by Canada or by any State of the United 
States. This is readily demonstrated by 
comparing the plan of the new law with 
that of the British North American act of 
1867, which establishes the present parlia- 
mentary system of Canada. According to 
the Canadian law, the Canadian Parliament 
consists pf two bodies. The Upper House 
is made up: of members appointed by the 
crown, each member holding a life tenure, 


ble unless he has an income of $4,000. The 
provision for the new Cuban Upper House 
is along the same general line, but is far 
less stringent. Instead of the crown ap- 
pointing’ all of the Upper House, as in the 
case of Canada, the Spanish crown is. to 
appoint only one-half of the members of 
the Upper House of Cuba. The other half 
are to be elected by the people of Cuba every 
five years. There is a $4,000 property quali- 
fication for membership of the Upper House 
of Cuba, which is the same as that in 


Canada. 
Franchise and Tariff. 


“The same comparison holds good be- 
tween the proposed Lower House in Cuba 
and the Lower House in Canada. Thereisa

But in the new plan for 
Cuba there is no property qualification as 
to the electors. It is one man, one vote, the 
same be he black or white. 

‘Tf the new home rule law is compared 
with the systems prevailing in the several 
States of the United States it will be found

The home government, together 
with the insular government, will make a 
schedule of such peninsular and insular 
products as by common agreement shall en- 
joy a preferential duty over similar foreign 
products, which in no case shall exceed 35 
per cent. In case of disagreemeni in the 
preparation of said schedule the point in 
dispute shall be submitted to a committee 
of members of the Cortes consisting of an 
equal number of peninsulars and Cubans,’ 

‘*It will be observed that this gives to 
the Cuban Parliament entire control of the 
tariff, with the condition that there shall be 
preferential duties for Spain not exceeding 
35 per cent. It should be understood that 
these preferential duties are not an unusual 
feature:- Even under the last reciprocity 
treaty between the United States and Cuba, 
which is conceded to have been the most 
satisfactory reciprocity treaty made by the 
United States, there was a preferential duty 
of 50 per cent to Spain. Under the new 
law this is cut down to 35 per cent. More- 
over, it should be understood the preferen- 
tial duties do not cover all the tariff sched- 
ules, as they did when the United States 
and Cuba had a reciprocity freaty, but 
cover only a limited number of articles.

Cuba would enjoy, the Minister was asked 
if this was not qualified ta some extent by 
the right of approval regerved to the Gov- 
ernor General in certain cases. 

‘‘It will be found on examining the new 
law,”” answered the Minister, “that the 
Governor General has this reserved right 
only in three specific cases, while the gen- 
eral rule js that the laws go into effect with- 
out reserve. Furthermore, these three 
reservations are the same as those given to 
the Governor General of Canada, or to any 
other Golonial executive. This will be 
found to be the case by examining the 
British American act of 1867 already” re- 
ferred to. In short, there is nothing unusual 
in these reservations in a few specific cases 
of a national character, but it is the uni- 
versal principle in the constitutional gov- 
ernment of colonies."' 

Sefior Dupuy de Lome had an interview 
with Assistant Secretary Day today. It is 
the plan of Captain General Blanco to take 
steps for the immediate execution of the 
reform schemés of the Madrid goyernment, 
and to do this legally a provisional arrange- 
ment will be made. The Captain Genera! will 
appoint directly a full acting Cabinet, com- 
posed of a Secretary of the Interidr and 
Justice, who will be the Premier, a Secre- 
tary of Finance, a Secretary of Public In- 
struction, a Secretary of Public Works, and 
finally a Secretary of Agriculture, Industry, 
and Commerce. With this Cabinet the Cap- 
tain General will have at hand the means for 
a -fully-equippéd executive government, 
which will last only till the elections shall 
have resulted in the choice of a new gov- 
ernment. These elections are delayed, it is 
said, only by reason of the lack of an ac- 
curate census of the population of Cuba, 
which is essential in order to apportion the 
representation in the Legislature. 


Administration Aid toe Cuba. 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 20.—Senator 
Lodge, a member of the Committee on For- 
eign Relations in the Senate, was at the 
State department today. He would say 
nothing about the Cuban situation except 
that the. administration had accomplished 
a great deal. He said the first business of 
the Senate would fe to confirm the annexa- 
tion of Hawaii, which would be done by 

ratifying the treaty or by legislation. 


Don Carlos Keeps on Agitating. 

Madrid, Nov. 29.—It is stated here that 
Don Carlos, the pretender, has summoned 
to Venice, where he is now residing, the 
Marquis Cerralbe, his representative in 
Spain, with a view of promoting a fresh agi- 
tation on the subject of the autonomy de- 
crees. The Marquis Cerralbe recently tried 
to negotiate a loan in the Carlist interest, 
but the attempt was a failure.

Revenue Cutter Bear Finally Starts to 
the Relief of the Ice-Impris- 
oned Whaling Fleet.

He has had sev- 
eral slips of memory, and the police believe 
he can still reveal a great deal more than 
he has told. The implement was not re- 
covered. 

Hickey’s last statement was that the 
Shovel was dropped into the yard at 8207 
Archer avenue, near the place where Moran 
and Healey shot Swan Nelson. The police 
believe this is the right spot, but that neigh- 
bors carried off the shovel. 


Letter from Paul Boileau. 


A letter was received during the day pur- 
porting to be from Paul Boileau, 715 Wal- 
nut street, Kansas City, Mo. He asked for 
information about Mrs. Merry’s death, and 
expressed the hope she was not his daughter. 

Mrs. Merry’s former husband, whose name 
was James Maur, is supposed to be living | 
somewhere on the West Side. He was ar-. 
rested on charge of burglary seven months 
before the birth of little Christie, and was 
sent to the penitentiary for two years. 
When he returned he made threats against 
Merry, who was then living with Pauline, 
and Merry also gave it out he was looking 
for Maur. The men never met. 

At the resquest of the City Prosecutor, 
Justice Eberhart increased Nicholas Red- 
mond’s bond from $3,000 to $5,000. Redmond 
found security, and was again released after 
being arraigned on charges of being acces- 
sory after the fact and harboring criminals. 

It was learned from Hickey that he and 
Merry and Smith made two trips to Eighty- 
seventh street and Western avenue after 
the body was buried. They went out Sun- 
day morning to scatter leaves on the grave, 
and Monday afternoon to find out whether 
the grave had been observed or disturbed. 


Museum After Horse and Wagon. 


Captain Wheeler has been offered $500 for 
the horse and wagon used to take Mrs. 
Merry’s body to the grave. A museum 
wants to exhibit them, and if the sale is 
made, as it probably wil] be today, the money 
will be placed in bank to the credit of little 
Christie Merry. 

Mrs. Frank Alberg, 18 Blue Island avenue, 
read of the child’s plight and its precocity 
and she went to the Maxwell Street Station 
and took his measure for clethes, hat, and 
shoes. She promised to bring him a com- 
plete outfit today. 

The police photographer made photo- 
graphs from several different points of view 
of the dead woman’s body and also took a 
picture of the grave and its surroundings.

after the arrival of his son, Captain Charles 
Mason, who is stationed at Fort Sheridan, 
Colonel Mason leaves a widow and a daugh- 
ter-in-law, Mrs. J. S. Mason Jr., who is a 
daughter of General Ord., Captain J. §S. 
Mason Jr. perished at Pine Ridge from ex- 
posure in line of duty. A stepdaughter is 
the wife of Mr. John F. Waggaman of this 
city. 

Colonel Mason had a distinguished career 
in the army. He was born seventy-three 
years ago and entered West Point in 1843. 
He was Senior Cadet Captain when he grad- 
uated in 1847, and saw service in the Mexican 
war. In the civil war he was twice breveted 
for bravery in action. The first time was at 
Fredericksburg, where he led the attack. 
The second time was at Antietam, where he 
was breveted a Brigadier General. 

He was Adjutant General. of the Depart- 
ment of Texas, and after the war was 
Provost of the Pacific coast. 

Colonel Mason was a cousin of President 
Garfield’s wife, and during the Garfield ade 
ministration was Deputy Governor of the 
Soldiers’ Home at Washington. 

He was Colonel of the Ninth Infantry, 
U. S. A., when he was retired in 1888. After 
his retirement Colonel Mason lived quietly 
in Washington. He was twice married. 


DAY FOR M’KENNA’S PLACE.

The President has tendered William R.

The second man, who took the diamonds 
from the chiffonier, looked. more like a 
criminal. Hé was dark and short, with 
coarse features, and a stubby mustache. 
He wore dark clothes and a black Derby 
hat. He was rougher in his manner than 
his companion. 

The third man was 19 or 20 yearsold. He, 
too, wore a false mustache and was dressed 
in a long dark overcoat with a soft hat 
of the reefed-in variety. He is the man 
who guarded the servant girl down-stairs 
until the men above called for her. 


Kemper Sees Suspicious Men. 

F. W. Kemper, the drug clerk, tells of a 
fourth man. He thinks he saw the men on 
their way to the house, and there was an- 
other’ young fellow in the party in addition 
to the three described by Mrs. Eppenstein 
and the servant girl. He saw two men 
standing in the hallway next to the drug 
store about 2:30 o’clock who attracted his 
attention by their manner. He says that he 
thought they were “either robbers or de- 
tectives,”’ and decided to watch them. He 
went across the street to a doctor’s office 
and observed the men. They walked up and 
down on State and on Forty-fourth streets 
a few minutes and then separated. One of 
them walked east on Forty-fifth street, 
and at Wabash avenue he joined two other 
men and walked with them. The other man 
went south on State street a short distance 
and disappeared between the buildings on 
the east side of the street. A few minutes 
afterward he was seen running north in the 
alley between State street and Wabash ave- 
nue. 


Sure They Were Robbers. 


Kemper feels sure that these were the 
men, and last evening Captain Howe and 
several detectives held a long conference 
with him. He says he is certain the men were 
up to something from the mysterious way in 
which they acted and he believes they were 
waiting to meet others to make the attack 
upon the house, so that they would not 
be seen together on their way there. 

Mrs. Eppenstein had often been warned 
that she was in danger, because of her dia- 
monds.

All last evening a score of detectives were 
searching for the robbers. They were all 
in possession of the descriptions of the men 
and jewelry. 


MRS. PAULINE DAWSON ROBBED 


Highwaymen Take Her Purse and Start 
to Remove Her Sealskin Sack When 
Screams Frighten Them Away. 


Mrs. Pauline Dawson, 361 La Salle avenue, 
was attacked by three men last night 
and robbed of a pocketbook containing $5. 
She would have lost her sealskin sacque, too, 
if she had not screamed, and frightened the 
robbers away. This was the third time Mrs.

| DARK ART IN A SCHOOL, 


HYPNOTISM PRACTICED BY CHIL- 
DREN AT SHEBOYGAN, WIS. 


Professor George W. Ferguson, In- 
structor in Drawing, Who Teaches 
His Pupils the Science, Compelled 
to Resign by the Indignant Patrons 
of the Sciiools—One-Third of the 
Pupils Acquire the Art and Use It 
Upon Their Companions, . 


Sheboygan, Wis., Nov. 29.—[Special.]— 
Professor George W. Ferguson, the in- 
structor in drawing in the public schools 
who introduced. hypnotism among the pu- 
pils, resigned tonight at a special meeting 
of the School board. The Commissioners 
had already held a secret meeting and de- 
cided to ask Professor Ferguson to retire. 
Hypnotism, however, has spread through- 
out the 4,000 “children, and as a result 
one-third of the pupils of the Sheboygah 
schools hypnotizing the other two-thirds is 
the spectacle revealed by the developments 
today in the exposure of the “ science of 
suggestion ”’ in the educational institutions 
in this city. The practical demonstrations 
of the science made 
pupils, with other pupils as subjects, coupled 
with discourses.on the subject and hints on 
how to place persons in a state of hypnosis, 
have developed many amateurs in the art. 
They include the larger boys and many 
girls numbered among the students. How 
successful any of these young Svengalis 
may have become is not known, but it has 
come to the knowledge of the school au- 
thorities and many parents that the chil- 
dren are practicing hypnotism upon one 
another. 


Gives Pubtic Exhibitions. 


A especial meeting of the School board was 
held tonight to investigate the matter. ‘The 
compla'nt is made by Adolph Kueh/imann, 
superintondent of the Mattoon Manufactur- 
ing company, and is against George W. Fer- 
guson, instructor in drawing, who has found 
many subjects for hypnotic experiments 
among public school pupils. It is charged 
that on an afternoon a few days ago Mr. 
Ferguson was at the Fourth Ward School, 
and on leaving asked eight or tea of the 
pupiis to accompany him to the home of Mr. 
and Mrs. B. Bowmann, 1227 South Highth 
street, where he gave a demonstration in 
hypnosis. Some of the children were not 
susceptible to suggestion, and could not be 
placed in a’state of aypnosis. Others were 
hypnotized. They were made to do various 
things under suggestion, and were brought 
out of hypnosis in the usual manner. 

When the children went to their hoffes 
they told «here they had been ana what had 
been done. In several of the homes the facts 
aroused the feelings of the parents. Among 
the children expegimented on were those of 
Ado!ph Kuehlmann, superintendent of the 
Mattoon Manufacturing company. He laid 
the facts before School Commissioner hoep- 
sell and asked that they be submitted to the 


board. 
Pupils Hypnotize Each Other. 


One instance in which Mr. Ferguson is al- 
leged to have practiced hypnotism in the 
schoolroom is reported from the Second 
Ward School. It is asserted that he used 
three or four pupils in a demonstration of 
his powers. Another instance outside the 
school when a pupil of the public schools 
was a subject occurred at his residence it is 
asserted. It is said by the mother of alittle 
girl attending the First Ward School that 
while she was at Mr. Ferguson’s home play- 
ing with his children she and the artist’s 
children were hypnotized. The mother was 
informed that while in hypnosis the little 
girl was told that dogs were chasing her and 
that accepting: the suggestion the child was 
greatly alarmed. 

Professor Ferguson is an artist of unusual 
talent and spent some time in Paris in pur- 
suing his art studies. He became a student 
of hypnotism and has made a study of the 
science as an amateur and has becOme an 
expert in suggestion. ag 

There are several young men in the city 
who have become experts in hypnotism and 
at many social entertainments experiments 
are made. A number of boys are used as 
subjects and the parents of some of them 
have strongly protested against the prac- 
tice. The Common council will be next in 
order to take the matter up and pass an or- 
dinance to prohibit the rractice of hypnotism 
in the city.

Sustains EnormousCredit Loss 
by Union with Brooklyn. 


LIMITS ISSUE OF BONDS. 


Loses $33,864,108 in Borrowing 
Capacity by Consolidation. 


SURPRISE IN THORN TRIAL. 


New York, Nov. 29.—[Special.]—New York 
City, by virtue of becoming a part of Greater 
New York, will lose $33,864,108 of her borrow- 
ing capacity. In other words, the amount 
of money raised from “Greater New York 
bond sales, which the boroughs of Manhat- 
tan and the Bronx, may apply within their 
territory, will be $33,864,108 less than New 
York City may now borrow and expend on 
public improvements within her limits. 

In order that the full, force of New York: 
City’s financial distress by reason of con- 
solidation may be understood, the assump- 
tion is made that the present city is already 
the boroughs of Manhattan and the Bronx. 

Under an act passed In pursuance to a con- 
stitutional amendment adopted in 1884 no 
county containing a city of over 100,000 is 
allowed to borrow more than 10 per cent vf 
the assessed valuation of its real property. 

New York City’s tremendous credit loss 
upon becoming a part of the greater city is 
caused by the fact that Kings County, to- 
gether with Brokolyn, has violated the’10 
per cent law by many millions, and that 
when Queens County and Richmond County 
become parts of the greater city they will 
bring in debts far in excess of 10 per cent 
of the assesed the valuation of their real 
property, while New York City at present 
is under the 10 per cent limit by $50,000,900 

New York City, if it did not enter Greater 
New York, could borrow today $50,055,777 
more than it has borrowed. As a part of 
Greatf#/r New York it will only be able to 
obtain and apply within its borders $16,191,- 
669. It loses in borrowins «pacity, there- 
fore, by virtue of consolidatiu.: $33,864,108. 

This deduction represents a problem for 
the incoming administration, as applied to 
New York City, whose solution can only be 
wrought by the best economic genius. It is 
a prophecy certain of fulfillment that the 
courts may be called upon to decide upon the 
validity of bonds which have been issued 
by the outside cities, counties, and town- 
ships in contravention to the 10 per cent law. 

But the main questions which New-York- 
ers will ask are these: “* What became of the 
vast scheme of public improvements con- 
templated by New York City?” The char- 
ter, indeed, provides that improvements al- 
ready authorized shall be completed. This 
would mean that even though New York’s 
borrowing capacity will have been so enor- 
mously reduced bonds for the authorized 
works shall be issued. But the 10 per-cent 
law is a constitutional law. Not cven the 
charter can, thereforé, prevail against it. 

“With the privilege of borrowing only 
$16,000,000, what becomes of rapid transit, 
estimated to cost from $30,000,000 to $50,000, - 
000? Of new schools? Of new parks? Of 
street paving? Of water mains, sewers, and 
reservoirs? These improvements, long con- 
templated, have been estimated (c cust over 
$90,000,000. "” 

These are problems which the incoming 
administration and the courts will have to 
solve. It is intimated by ‘some that there 
was a plot among the outside becroughs to 
roll up their debts in this manmer s0 as to 
hamper New York City.

Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 29.—[{Special.]— 
Harry C. Edwards, the only one of the 
four Philadelphians shipped to the Phos- 
phate mines of Johns Island, near Charles- 
ton, 8S. C., who succeeded in escaping, ar- 
rived today. He brings with him a story of 
alleged brutal treatment at the mines and of 
a thrilling escape from what he calls “ white 
slavery.”’ 

Edwards declares that on Nov. 4 Edward 
Quinn, Archie Hines, James Sheppard, and 
himself, all of this city, were shipped by an 
employment agency to John's Island. They 
were told their fare was to be $8, and that 
it was to be taken out of their wages, which 
would amount to between $12 and $15 a 
week. 

‘“‘ When we got to Johns Island, which is 
sixteen miles from Charleston,” said Ed- 
wards, *‘ we were met by a lot of colored 
men, who said: ‘ Don’t go over there, they’! 
beat and starve you.” But we answered: 
‘Well, we'll find out those things for our- 
selves.” 

“We @id. Johns Island is not really 
an island at all, for a lit#le railroad runs 
to it through a neéck of land from the main 
land. As soon as we got there we were tojd 
our fare was $16, and that board was to be 
$4a week. Our wages amounted to 60 cents 
a day. We had to dig the rocky phosphate 
all day long, working in a ditch eight und 
one-half feet wide, sixteen feet long, an3 
from six to ten feet deep. Our beds were on 
the ground with a covering made of an old 
quilt stuck on the top of four poles. We 
got cornmeal, crackers, and cheese to eat, 
and instead of getting money for working 
merely got an order for food. — 

* Armed guards with Winchesters watched 
us, and there were four big dogs to keep us 
atthe mines. There were fifty-eight men of 
us, most of them Italians, Huns, ond Poles.

R. Hearst.]—Mascagni has finished the 
music of two operas—‘‘Iris’’ and ‘‘ Com- 
media del!

“While the members of the Board of Di- 
rectors are unanimously of thé opinion that 
they have no legal right or power to donate 
or pledge, by contract or otherwise, the 
funds or credit: of the library for the use 
or benefit of the Grand Army Hall and 
Memorial association, they recognize that 
the demands upon the Chicago Pubtic 
Library are so great, and are so rapidly in- 
creasing, that the library will be able to use 
to advantage those portions of the premises 
proposed to be leased, and which may be 
used for library purposes, after the expira- 
tion of the lease, long before the expiration 
of the proposed term of fifty years, and are 
therefore disposed to negotiate with your 
association for the surrender by you of a 
portion of the term of fifty years, in consid- 
eration of furnishing heat and electric cur- 
rent for lighting the premises to be leased 
for the portion of the contract surrendered. 
The surrender of a substantial portion of 
your term of fifty years will be a good and 
valuable consideration to the library, which 
the Library board can with propriety pay 
for. 

Treated ‘as a Compensation. 

** If your association is willing to negotiate 
upon a basis of surrender of such portion of 
the term of fifty years as will afford a fair 
and reasonable consideration to compensate 
for the expense of furnishing heat and elec- 
tric current for lighting during that portion 
of the term not surrendered, the committee 
of the Library board (consisting of President 
Hatch, Dr. J. B. Hamilton, and Robert Mc- 
Cormick), will confer with you at your 
earliest convenience in the endeavor to ar- 
range the details of such a lease. Some 
such arrangement: seems to me not only 
practicable, but to be far the most satisfac- 
tory all around.”’ 


TELLS OF CLAYTON’S MURDER. 


Story of the Georgia Convict Who 
Claims to Know the Assassin of 
the Arkansas Judge in 1588. 


Little Rock, Ark., Nov. 29.—[Special.]J— 
Governor Jones received today from Luther 
Akin of Pitt, Ga., the alleged confession of 
the assassin of John M. Clayton, who was 
killed in his hotel at Plummerville in No- 
vember, 1888. The victim of the foul deed 
was the Republican candidate for Congress 
against C. R. B: eckinridge, and his murder 
in the midst of the heated campaign caused 
much excitement. The confession is as fol- 
lows: 

“*I.am a prisoner and have been for six 
years. In 1894, in March, I began to get 
on to the murderer—the man who told me 
that he was the murderer of John M. Clay- 
ton. The way that he came to tell about 
the case was that he had got into trouble and 
his punishment was so great he could not be 
punished any more. On the fourth Sunday 
of April, 1894, I was passing through the 
building, and this man called to me and I 
went to him where he was on his bed 
wrapped up in chains. He said: 

*“**TIf you were me what would you do: 
abouts that Arkansas matter? There is 
$5,000 for me. and I had rather be there and 
take the chance of being hanged as to have 
what I have in this State and stand the pun- 
ishment I have to stand. I will plead guilty to 
the murder of John M. Clayton, and I think 
they will give me a lifetime sentence. I 
killed Clayton for two of my friends who 
had a grudge against him.’ 

*“*He said he had been watching for him. 
all day, but got no chance until just before 
going to bed. He said he slipped to the win- 
dow and shot him through the window with 
a shotgun, and he told me that he left there 
and went to his friends out there for a few 
days, then left there, then went to his home 
in Florida, near Live Oak, and staid until 
everything got still.’’ 


YANTIC AT THE IROQUOIS CANAL 


Tugboat Is in Waiting to Tow the Old 
Warship to Its New Home at 
Detroit. 


Ogdensburg, N. Y., Nov. 27.—The United 
States training ship Yantic arrived in the 
Iroquois Canal, about twenty miles below 
here, this afternoon. The combined power 
of seven tugs was required to bring the old 
warship through the swift water around 
‘Farran's Point. Owing to the down-river 
gale this afternoon locking through the Ca- 
nadian canals has ceased, and the Yantic 
will not arrive here until tomorrow. The 
big lake tug Boscobel of Bay City, Mich., 
arrived yesterday to tow the Yantie direct 
to Detroit.

FIATISTS LIFT UP THEIR VOICES. 

The discussion of the currency question 
now going on in the public press and among 
Congressmen, bankers, merchants, and 
business-men generally has awakened the 
fiat scrip men and caused them to stick in 
their oar. These enemies of the public 
peace and prosperity are opposed to the use 
of metallic money of any kind. They want 
neither gold nor silver, but paper on which 
is stamped “ This is a dollar,” or words to 
the same effect. They also want that paper 
made a legal tender. 

When they are asked how this paper is 
to be redeemed or how it is to be kept at 


par with gold or with silver currency worths 


only about 40 cents on the dollar they shout 
back that a currency which is based on the 
“ faith and resources ” of the United States 
will not need. to be redeemed in order to 
maintain its value, but will be worth its 
face always, because the people will have 
confidence in their own money. 

When they are asked how the “ faith and 
resources ” the scrip is based on are to be 
made available for gold redemption in case, 
owing to some unforeseen accident, the peo- 
ple should demand gold redemption, they 
declare there can be no such accident and 
that the people never will lose faith in the 
currency so long as they see.the “re- 
sources ” of the United States—the real and 
personal property of its people—increasing 
in value. : 

The prosperity recipe of the fiatists is ir- 
redeemable scrip and an abundance of it. 
If the issues were 4o amount to $100 per 
capita, or a total of 7,000 millions, they as- 
sert the country would enjoy irrepressible

LACK OF FOOD ON THE KLONDIKE. 
* News comes from the Klondike to the 
effect that the local Dominion authorities 
issued a proclamation last month urging 
all those who had not a stock of provisions 
sufficient to carry them through the winter 
to go at once to Fort Yukon, lower down 
the river, where there is an abundance of 
food which was destined for Dawson City, 
but which did not reach there, owing chiefly 
to the low stage of water in.the upper 
river. 

If the Canadian authorities, instead of 
urging those who had not on hand a win- 
ter’s supply cf provisions to go to Fort 
Yukon where food is abundant, had or- 
dered them to leave, they would have over- 
stepped the bonds of their authurity, but it 
may turn out before spring comes that 
they would have acted humanely and 
wisely.

Daniel’ Webster on National Savagery 
—A Precedent for Secre- 
tary Sherman. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 25.—[Editor New 


y York Sun.]—In 1842, during the Texan revo- 


lution, the Mexican government was ac- 
cused of treatment toward the Santa Fé 
prisoners which was then denominated 
cruel, but which was mercy itself compared 
to the outrages perpetrated in Cuba now. 
Daniel Webster was then Secretar~ of 
State. Among the Santa Fé prisoners were 
some of our citizens, but Webster did not 
confine himself to protesting in their be- 
half. . This is the message he sent to 
Mexico: 

Although the rights or the safety of none of their 
own citizens were concerned, yet if ina war waged 
between two neighboring States the killing, en- 
slaving, or cruelly treating of prisoners should be 
indulged, the United States would feel it their duty 
as well as their right to remonstrate and to inter- 
fere against such a departure from the principles 
of humanity and civilization. These principles 
are common principles, essential alike to the 
welfare of all nations, and in the preservation of 
which all nations have therefore rights and inter- 
ests. But their duty to interfere becomes impera- 
tive in cases affecting their own citizens. It is 
therefore that the government of the United States 
protests against the hardships and cruelties to 
which the Santa Fé prisoners have been subjected. 
It protests against this treatment in the name of 
humanity and the law of nations—in the name of 
all Christian States—in the name and spirit of the 
age—in the name of all republics—in the name of 
liberty herself, enfeebled and dishonored by all 
cruelty and. all excess—in the name of and for the 
honor of this whole hemisphere. 

It protests emphatically and earnestly against 
practices belonging only to barbarous people. in 
barbarous times. By the well-established rules 
of national law prisoners of war are not to be 
treated harshly, unless personally guilty toward 
him who has them in his power; for he should re- 
member that they are men and unfortunate. 


‘When an enemy is conquered and submits, a great 


soul forgets all resentment and is entirely filled 
with compassion for him: This is the humane 
language of the law of nations, and this is the 
sentiment of high honor among men. 

The law of war forbids the wounding, killing, or 
impressment into the troops of the country, or the 
enslaving or otherwise maltreating of prisoners 
of war, unless they have been guilty of some grave 


crime; and from the obligation ofthis law no 


civilized State can dischargeitself. Every nation, 
on being received at her own request into the 
circle, of civilized governments, must understand 
that she not only attains rights of sovereignty and 
the “dignity of national character, but that she 
binds herself also to the strict and faithful ob- 
servance of all those principles, laws, and usages 
which have. obtained currency among civilized 
States, and which have for their object the mitiga- 
tion of the miseries of war. No community can be 
allowed to enjoy the benefit of a national character 
in modern times without submitting to all the 
duties which that character imposes. 

Here is a precedent that Secretary Sher- 
man-may follow with honor to the country 
and credit to himself. Mr. Webster was a 
profound jurist as well as a great states- 
inan, and the doctrine laid down in this 
dispatch is recognized by all authorities on 
international law.

Those inventors knew that 
the credulity of others could be depended 
on to swallow these fabrications and to re- 
peat them as if they were gospel truth, 
without making the slightest effort to ver- 
ify them. 

Experience proves that aperly all wealthy, 
speculative men make their fortunes in 

good times, when the currency is on a sound 

basis and when prices are rising. : They do 
not make fortunes when panics rage, but 
lose fortunes. Hence they dread panics. 

A panic which resulted in a change from 
the gold standard to a slumping silver 
standard would cut down the value of all 
notes, stocks, credits, deposits,: mortgages, 
and liens of every kind. Rich men would 
not grow richer at such a time. They 
would have all they could do to escape 
bankruptcy owing to the failure of their 
debtors and the shrinkage in.the real value 
of credits which had been based on the gold 
standard, but which became payable in de- 
based, cheap silver money. 

It cannot be stated too often that sound 


demand for that métal will be when it is 
needed to pay international balences. If 
that demand necessitates the sale of bonds 
the government can buy them back sub- 
sequently in the manner stated above. 


Abuse of Widow Pensions. 


The most striking recommendation made 
by the Commissioner of Pensions is the one 
for the passage of a law providing that no 
pension shall be granted to the widow of 
any soldierewho shall hereafter marry. 

Even now the widow of a soldier pen- 
sioned under the famous disability act of 
June 27, 1890, is not entitled to a pension 
unless she was married to him before the 
passage of that act, but there is no restric- 
tion upon the widows of soldiers, pensioned 
under general laws. 

Secretary Bliss approves the commission- 
er’s recommendation on the ground that “‘a 
woman who marries a soldier now (thirty- 
two years since peace was declared) takes 
him for better or for worse; she was not 
his wife during the war, experienced none 
of. the hardships, deprivations, and anxie-

In the Interior department’s report for 1894 
we find that “ nine widows and three daugh- 
ters of veterans of the revolution consti- 
jtute the pension roll for that war,” and 
now Secretary Bliss reports that, on June 
30 last, “‘ there were sixteen widows and 
daughters of revolutionary soldiers, seven 
survivors of the war of 1812, and 281 widows 
of soldiers of that war.’’ 

In view of the time elapsed since the 
close of the revolutionary war, and also of 
the vastly greater number of solders of the 
civil war, we should think that some of 
those who may hereafter marry aged union 
soldiers will be drawing pensions well along 
toward the year 2000.—N. Y. Sun.

THE SEALING QUESTION BARRED. 

Dispatches from Ottawa indicate that 
the Canadian government has taken its 
stand on the propesition of the Unitcd 
States government to stop the killing of 
seals for a year, beginning with the Ist of 
Jannary next. The reply made is that— 

It is not possible to comply with the proposal, 
as it is every British subject’s right to engage in 
pelagic sealing unless prohibited by imperial de- 
creé, which can only be issued by authority of the 
imperial Parliament, and Parliament will not meet 
until February. 

It is suggested, however, that the pro- 
posed joint commission of representatives 
of the two governments meet at once, when, 
after’ the conclusion of negotiations on 
some helf dozen questions, including the 
sealing issue, legislation may be secured 
through the British Parliament which may 
lead to the suspension of pelagic sealing 
some menths hence. 

The plain meaning of this is that the 
Canadian government intends to hold the 
sealing question in abeyance—it would 
probably not be unjust to say “ in terrorem ” 
over the United States—until certain con- 
cessions have been secured from this gov- 
ernment relating to general trade. This is 
indicated very cleawly by Sir Louis H. 
Davies. the Canadian Minister of Marine 
and Fisheries, who accompanied Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier on his recent visit to Wash- 
ington.

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THE AUSTRIAN BEAR GARDEN. 

The disotderly scenes in the Lower 
Chamber of the Austrian Reichsrath (Tar- 
liament), which have furnished the burden 
of news from Vienna for the last week, 
seem to have reached a crisis on Saturday 
last, resulting in the resignation of the 
ministry and the prorogation of the Reicha» 
rath by imperial decree. 

The legislative braneh of the Austrian 
Empire is a complicated body, consisting 
of an Upper and a Lower House. The 
former is made up (1) of the Princes of the 
imperial family; (2) of a number of nobles 
possessing large landed property, holding 
their seats by hereditary right and received 
by nomination of the Emperor; (5) of Car- 
dinals, Archbishops, and Bishops of prince- 
ly title; and (4) of life members nominated 
by the Emperor on account of distinguished 
service in art or science, or who have ren- 
dered: signal service'to church or state. 
The Lower House, in which the disturb- 
ances have occurred, consists of Jo3 mem- 
bers, chosen in part directly and 1n part in- 
directly by the suffrages of all citizens over 
24 years of age and possessed of a small 
property qualification. They are divided 
into four classes, of whom eighty-five repre- 
sent the landed proprietors, 118 the towns, 
twenty-one the Chambers of Trade and 
‘Commerce, and 129 the rural districts. 
Their distribution as to provinces is rather 
arbitrary than based on any specified ratio 
of population—Bohemia having ninety-two 
representatives, or at the rate of one to

gold. The Baltimore News Is quite right. A sur- 
plus revenue is the sine qua non of every financial 
reform. Not a step can be taken withoutit. Itis 
just as indispensable for the government as it is 
for a private person. The bankrupt’s dock and the 
poorhouse await the man who spends more than 
his income. Just so certain is it that a government 
which does not make ends meet will be destroyed 
one way or another. All the plans of the Presi- 
dent, the Secretary of the Treasury, the Indian- 
apolis Currency commission, and of every individ- 
ual member of Congress will come to naught if the 
public expenses exceed the public revenue. The 
question is becoming a pressing one whether pres- 
ent legislation, including the Dingley tariff, will 
yield a surplus revenue. We do not believe that 
it will. The aim of the makers of that tariff was 
protection with incidental revenue. They have 
succeeded only too well in accomplishing the end 
they sought. Naturally they hesitate to acknowl- 
edge the fact. They tremble at the thought of go- 
ing before the country next year with the confes- 
sion that they have put new burdens on the tax- 
payers without putting more money into the Treas- 
ury.

INTRUDERS DISTURB INDIANS. 


Oklahoma Agent Says Clamor for a 
Change in Tribal Autonomy Has 
Caused Unrest. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 29.—A remark- 
able and vigorous report has been made to 
the Interior department by Agent Dew M. 
Wisdom, in charge of the Union Indian 
Agency in Oklahoma, where the five civilized 
tribes are located. In this Mr. Wisdom says: 

“The intruders must go. The intruders 
have made the Indians doubt the good faith 
of the- government and made it more dif- 


ficult to treat on the more important issues. 


of allotment and the breaking up of tribal 
autonomy in the nation to which the in- 
dividual Indian belongs. A sound public 
policy demands the eviction of all declared 
intruders, and any nmieasure of expediency 
on the part of the department that tem- 
porizes with the intruder or postpones his 
removal on mere technicalities is fallacious 
and misleading. Let all the treaties be en- 
forced and all the safeguards secured to the 
Indians be upheld in letter and in spirit, and 
then the Indians* will make liberal con- 
cessions and accept withowt murmuring that 
change in condition which confronts them.”’ 

The report deals with a number of im- 
portant Indian Sevelopments. It says the 
clamor for a change in tribal autonomy has 
produced Indian unrest and disquietude, re- 
sulting in a determined purpose on the part 
of many of the fullbloods, who will act in 
their individual capacity, to emigrate to 
either Mexico or South America, and there 
purchase new homes for themselves and 
families. 


FRENCH CLAIMS ARE IGNORED. 


United States Will Not Recognize the 
Semi-Control Over the Bey 
of Tunis. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 29.—While this 
government has not been advised officially 
of the intention of the French government 
to denounce the treaty of trade and com- 
merce which has existed between the United 
States and Tunis for a century, some ac- 
tion in that direction is looked for in view 
of the fact that the subject for a long time 
has been under negotiation between the 
State department and the French Embassy. 
Thus far these negotiatiors have come to 
nothing, for our government has taken the 
position that there is no authority in the 
French government in its present relations 
to Tunis for denunciation of a treaty be- 
tween the United States and Tunis direct. 
The French government has shown that 
every other nation that has had a similar 
treaty with Tunis has consented to its de- 
nunciation or termination, but our gov- 
ernment still stands firm in the assertion 
that only the parties to a treaty have a 
right to terminate it, and that the quasi- 
protectorate exercised by France over 
Tunis is not a relation sufficiently close to 
warrant the former in denouncing the 
treaties of Tunis. There is very little at 
stake save the principle, inasmuch as when 


the treaty dies the United States will still 
be on an even footing with other nations in 
its relations to Tunis, but it was probably 


obliged France to come out openly and 
annex Madagascar.

ARMOR PLATE STANDS THE TEST 


Officers of the Ordnance Bureau Fire 
Big Guns at a Piece of Kear- 
sarge Turret Armor. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 29.—A plate 
of armor representing a lot of 500 tous 
for the eight-inch turrets cof the battle- 
ships Kearsarge and Kentucky was tcsted 
at the Indian Head proving ground today. 
For testing purposes two eight-inch shells, 
one a Carpenter projectile and the other a 
Wheeler-Sterling, were fired at the plate, 
one at a high and the other at a low velocity. 
Neither penetrated nor cracked the plate, 
but partially welded themselvesintoit. The 
test was regarded as entirely satisfactory 
and insures the acceptance of the armor. 

The delivery of the 500 tons will wind up 
the contracts which the government has 
with the Carnegie company for the supply 
of armor for naval vessels, and it is not ex- 
pected that any more will be entered pend- 
ing the settlement of the whole armor ques- 
tion by Congress. 

Subsequent to the test the ordnance off- 
cials fired a third projectile at the plate. It 
was what is known as a capped shell. and 
was fired to show the penetrating power of 
projectiles of this character. The results 
were satisfactory, the shell, fired at a high 
rate of speed, going entirely through tne 
plate. 


DEFICIT STILL GROWS LARGER. 


United States Treasury Receipts for 
November Fall Behind the 
Expenditures. 


Washington,,. D. C., Nov. 29.—The forth- 
coming November statements of the gov- 
ernment receipts and expenditures will 
show that the receipts during November 
so far have reached $22,950,890, which in- 
dicates a total of about $25,000,000 for the 
month. This is a trifling improvement over 
October, when the receipts were $24,391,415. 
The deficit thus far during November stands 
at $8,572,109, which is larger than'was ex- 
pected. 

The deficit for the fiscal year stands at 
$46,581,120, the receipts having been $127,- 
701,160 and the expenditures $174,282,280. 

The receipts from customs so far this 
fiscal year undoubtedly will fall considerably 
short of the estimates made by the man- 
agers of the new tariff bill during its pend- 
ency in Congress. At that time it was esti- 
mated that customs would yield about $180,- 
000,000 during the first year. The indica- 
tions now are said to.be that the, receipts 
from this source will not aggregate more 


than $165,000,000.

City Cotincil Refuses to Pro- 
long Life of Franchise. 


ALDERMANIC CASH LOST.

Stock Bought for $3 Now Not 
Worth as Many Cents. 


COUGHLIN’S RAID ON YERKES. 


o Aldermen have Twin Wire 
telephone stock to sell, which can be had at 
any figure the buyer cares to offer. They 
bought it last week at $3 a share, and now 
it is not worth three cents, as the company 
died a natural death at last night’s Council 
meeting, being unable to obtain the exten- 
sion of time it wanted. 

The company, which was organized by 
Perry Hull, obtained a franchise in 1803 giv- 
ing it the right to put in a telephone ex- 
change and covering the entire city. No 
attempt to build a plant was ever made, the 
franchise being held for speculative pur- 
poses. The time in which a plant must be 
in operation expired in 1895. A two-years’ 
extension was then granted by the Council,

and this time expires tomorrow at mid- 


night. Two weeks ago Alderman Powers put 
in an ordinance again extending the time, 
but it was buried in the Gas and Oil commit- 
tee, and last week the situation became 
desperate. : 


Promoters Bid for Votes. 


So the story was started that some New 
York capitalists would buy the franchise 
and put in an exchange if an extension of 
time were only granted, in which event, said 
the promoters, the stock would at once 
soar away above par and become one of the 
most valuableinthecity. Asaspecial favor 
to the Aldermen, who were expected to 
grant the extension, stock of a par value of 


| $100 would be sold to them at $3 a share, and 


a better chance for a speculation was never 
offered. 

Several of the Aldermen bit like bass, and 
others were only prevented from investing 
by the lack of the $3. One Alderman from 
a southwestern ward bought 100 shares and 
others went in nearly as heavily. It wasa 
better thing than the Klondike. Between 
the votes of the speculative Aldermen and 
those honestly in favor of the orllinance in 
the hope it would give telephone competi- 
tion it seemed certain the extension would be 
granted. 


Fate of the Franchise. 


At last night’s meeting of the Council Al- 
derman Kahler moved the time limit in the 
ordinance be removed altogether, so the 
owners could have till doomsday, if neces- 
sary, to dispose of the franchise. He was 
sustained by Alderman Alling, who said the 
company, if established, would give some 
competition in telephone rates, and was 
opposed by Aldermin Harlan, who wanted 
time to consider so important a matter. It 
being the last Council meeting before the 
franchise expires, Alderman Kahler moved 
the rules be suspended to pass the resolution, 
and in this he failed of the necessary two- 
thirds, the vote being as follows:

Coughlin’s Raid on Yerkes. 

“‘Comie on, boys!"’ was the invitation of 
Alderman Coughlin when he led a raid on 
Charles T. Yerkes and the extension of the 
Northwestern Elevated railway ordinance. 
This extension ordinance was introduced the 
week before by Alderman Portman and sent 
to the Committee on Streets and Alleys 
North. This committee is about the best, in 
its‘ mekeup, of any in the Council, and Alder- 
man Coughlin seemed to be afraid it would 
not do justice to those members who dislike 
to see such an important ordinance go 
through without being properly talked to 
on the subject. 

So, after the minutes had been read, he 
moved it be referred to the joint committee 
of Streets and Alleys North and South, he 
being the chairman of the latter body. As 
a reason he said the road was partly on the 


South Side. 
Coughlin Wins His Point. 


Alderman Fitch attacked the proposition, 
saying the road was entirely a North Side 
affair. having only 145 feet of structure on 
the South Side, and Alderman Harlan said 
it was ridiculous for the South Side commit- 
tee to claim any jurisdiction in the matter. 
Every one was laughing at the proposition, 
it being such an evident attempt to secure 
jurisdiction for a committee to which it did 
rot belong, but when it came toa vote 
Coughlin carried his point by a vote of 36 
to 27, only the North Side members and 
Aldermen Gunther, Fitch, Alling, Jackson, 
O’Brien, and Powers voting against it. 

“If we are going to do this thing, let’s 
do it well,”” here remarked Alderman 
O’Brien. ‘“ I move the West Side committee 
be added also.’’ 

“All right; come on boys!” announced 
Aidérman Coughlin. and so the ordinance 
was referred to all these committees. 


Fight on Work Bros. 


Alderman Knudson brought up again his 
fight on the arrangement whereby Work 
Bros. are given a monopoly of the making 
of policemen’s uniforms, and had read a 
communication from the Chicago Federation 
of Labor, saying Work Bros. was a non- 
union shop. Then Alderman Knudson rated 
Alderman Coughlin and the other Aldermen 
who were ‘‘always talking cf their love 
for organized labor ”’ for voting as they have 
in this matter. Then he reintroduced his 
resolution calling on Superintendent Kipley 
to rescind his order instructing all police- 
men to buy their uniforms of this firm. 

Alderman McInerney defended the order, 
and a letter from Superintendent Kipley 
was read, in which he stated that it was 
necessary to secure uniformity in the uni- 
forms. . 

Aldermen Hirsch and Tuite, who are both 
tallors, ridiculed this, and Alderman Bren- 
ner said he had sold trousers, such as Work 
Bros. charge $8.50 for, for $5.50, and made $1 
profit. 


McInerney Takes a Hand. 


Alderman McInerney moved asa substitute 
that the whole matter be referred to a com- 
mittee of three, and he and Alderman 
Coughlin, who are the chief supporters of 
the Work Bros. arrangement, looked happy 
when it was carried by the following vote:

Judge Gary was willing to vacate the 
bench for some other Judge if the State 
would agree with the defense on some one 
else, but State’s Attorney Deneen tatly 
declared the State had dallied as long as it 
cared to, and that he wanted the trial to 
begin at once and before the Judge who 
had been regularly selected. That settled 
the matter, and Luetgert was on trial again 
before the veniremen, who were thinking 
of Christmas dinners, could get their breath. 

Only sixteen of the 100 veniremen, who 
came from every walk of life and corner 
of the County of Cook, were summoned 
to the jury box before court adjourned for 
the day. As the two men who are likely to 
serve as jurors were passed upon in less 
than three hours’ examination, the process 
of getting a jury to try Luetgert looks far 
less formidable to the attorneys that it did 
in the morning. It was, in fact, a better 
Start than was made at the first trial, and 
both sides are now hopeful of getting a 
jury within two weeks. 


Fourteen Have a Fixed Opinion. 


Of the fourteen men who failed to satisfy 
the attorneys that they would make fair 
jurors and who were dropped the following 
declared they had formed a fixed-ovinion 
from what they had read of the case:

Challenged for Cause. 


Henry Blair, 6252 South Sangamon street, 
a steward, was challenged for cause on ac- 
count of prejudice against the pclice and 
circumstantial evidence. John Taary, 4250 
Fifth avenue, a butcher, was peremptorily 
challenged by the State. Ernest EB. Fred- 
ericks, 881 North Artesian avenue, a soap- 
maker, said he would not hang a man on cir- 
cumsiantial evidence, and he was challenged 
for ceuse, and Charles Anderson, 115 Maud 
avenue, a barteuder, did not have a sufficient 
understanding of English. 

Daniels was’ the only one of the veniremen 
chalienged by the defense, but Attorney Har- 
mon has the privilege of rejecting Northam 
and Bacheler for cause this morning. 

The first woman spectator of the new trial 
did not arrive till about 4 o’clock in the after- 
noon, and she came with an escort. Noone 
else but the veniremen and officials was al- 
lowed in the courtroom. Luetgert, looking 
more cheerful than for several weeks, at- 
tracted almost no attention except from the 
one woman spectator. When the work of 
getting a jury to decide his fate began he 
drank in every question, and sat leaning 
forward in his chair to scan the features of 
every venireman who went into the box. 
During the selection of the first jury he had 
appeared aimost indifferent. 

The counsel, who came in five minutes late, 
were admonished to be on time today, and 
when one of them explained that his watch 
was three minutes slow he was ordered to 
set it for today by a faster clock. 


Something of the Jurors. 


Thomas H. Bacheler, who is almost cer- 
tain to be sworn in as a juror today, and 
who is already in the charge of bailiffs, 
has lived in Chicago for nineteen years. 
He is a solicitor for the General Fraternity 
Insurance society, has a-wife, but no chil- 
dren, and is 438 years old. He never has 
served as a juror in a criminal case be- 
fore, has never had personai dealings with 
the police, he says, and has formed no opin- 
ien of Luetgert’s guilt or innocence. He 
was born in Brooklyn, and is a member of 
the Forty-fifth Street Presbyterian Church 
and of the National union. 

Walter J. Northam, who is also a prob- 
able member of the new jury, is three years 
older than Fowler, the youngest member 
of the first Luetgert jury. He frankly 
stated yesterday that he had read the news- 
papers and had formed a slight impression 
from them of Lwuetgert’s guilt or inno- 
cence, he was not allowed to say which. 
Neither side thought he was disqualified for 
that. He has been a clerk in Jacob Berolz- 
beim’s cigar store, 189 Monroe street, for 
the last year, and worked in the same 
shop for another proprietor prior to that 
time. Northam was born in Wisconsin, is 
27 years old, end lives with his parents at 
6548 South Troy street. 


Several Veniremen Excused. 


‘Before hearing what the counsel had to 
say about another Judge and a continuance 
of the case, Judge Gary relieved several of 
the veniremen from serving who were ill 
of under or over the legal agelimit. Sidney 
R. Fairlee and Fred Nelson were excused 
from serving because they were under 21 
years, and John West, F. A. Buzzeil, 
Nathaniel Holmes, Robert F.. Rogers, and 
John Morris because they were over 61 
years old. Frederick Aldinger, Peter H. 
Swiger, Edward C. Gorman, George DB. 
Swinscoe, John T. Beatty, and Caspar Willy 
were excused for illness, and R. 8. Hill and 
James Guilfoyle for having served recently 
on a jury. W. J. Sturges and W. P. Mc- 
Hugh were excused for other reasons. Judge 
Gary allowed the men over 61 years old to 
go, with the remark, “‘ You’re too old to 
serve as jurors, but not old enough to serv 
as Judge.” 

Attorney Harmon, representing Luetgert, 
began the list of objections, which Judgs 
Gary will have to listen to from both sides, 
by reading an announcement that he had 
taken charge of the defense, and an ob- 
jéction to Judge Gary hearing the case. 


Objection to Gary’s Selection. 

The motion asserted that the terms of 
Criminal Court in Cook County were held, 
according to the statutes, by Judges of the 
Circuit and Superior Courts, as nearly as 
could be by alternation or by the appoint- 
ment of the latter benches ‘themselves. 
Neither Judge Horton nor Judge Gary, he. 
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ew of the matter Mr. Deneen informed 
panna Gary that Judge Tuthill had tried 
Luetgert in exactly the same way that Judge 
Gary had been called upon, that he had not 
been appointed to hold criminal court, and 
the defense never had objected to it. 
The second trial was not assigned to Judge 
Horton regularly, he said. It had left 
Branch No. 2, where Judge Tuthill tried it, 
and had come to Branch No. 1, because the 
defense had asked for a change of venue 
from Branch No. 2. 

Judge Gary agreed with the State’s At- 
torney and remarked that as the defense 
had asked Judge Horton for a change of 
venue it must have recognized his au- 
thority in that branch of the Criminal Court. 
He adjourned court for the noon recess, 
however, with the advice that the attorneys 
try to get together on some other Judge. 

The conference between the attorneys 
came to nothing, as was expected. State's 
Attorney Deneen announced that the State 
had “‘ waited thirty days and thirty nights 
for the defense to agree on somebody,”’ and 
he did not propose to put the trial off any 
longer. 

When Attorney Harmon rose and asked 
for four weeks’ continuance, after court as- 
sembled in the afternoon, Mr. Deneen re- 
fused to agree to that either. 

The defense wanted more time to enable 
Attorneys Harmon and Riese to read over 
the 5,000 pages of evidence, but Judge Gary 
thought that could be done while a jury 
was being selected. me 

The State and the defense were still 
arguing across the table when Judge Gary 
leaned towards Clerk Knoch and waked 
everybody up by saying, “‘ Call twelve men 
and proceed with the case.” Attorney Har- 
mon then ceased to argue the matter and 
took an exception to the ruling. 


Daniels the First Venfreman. 


Both sides were looking to a long and 
tedious effort to get a jury, and when the 
first venireman, Herbert J. Daniels, told As- 
sistant State’s Attorney McEwen that he 
had read the newspaper accounts of Luet- 
gert’s first trial, but had formed no opin- 
ion, even Luetgert looked surprised. Daniels 
answered all of the State's questions sdtis- 
factorily, and, although he was hut 22 years 
old, was thought to stand in a fair way of 
being sworn in at the start. When he was 
passed over to the defense, however, 
Daniels declared he had formed too much of 
an opinion to be fair, and although the State 
was willing to retain him Judge Gary al- 
lowed him to go. 

Bacheler and Northam were not allowed to 
go home again, but were sent to the Hotel 
Le Grand, where the first Luetgert jury 
lived for nine weeks, in custody of Bailiffs 
David Berlin and Thomas G. Kearns. 

In order to hasten matters Judge Gary sent 
word to the Jury Commissioners to draw 500 
names in readiness for additional venires. 
A second venire could not be legally ordered 
till the first was exhausted, so the trial may 
be hindered today by lack of veniremen. 


Decision in Spalding Issue Tomorrow. 
Judge Horton will give his decision to- 
morrow on the motion for a new trial for 
Charles Warren Spalding, and, in anticipa- 
tion of the passing of sentence, Attorney 
Longenecker has all the papers in readi- 
n2ss for an appeal to the Supreme Court.

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LOSOPHY OF HAPPINESS. 


‘His Last Piece of Work, Left Unfinished 
at His Death, Is on “The Quest of 
Happiness,” and Even as It Stands 

3t Is a Worthy Companion to His 
Famous “Intellectual Life” — Its 
Merit Lies in Its Good Sense and Its 
Healthful Tone. 


HEN Amiel _ said, 
“The unfinished is 
nothing,’ he laid 
bare the worm at 
the root of his own 
yellowed and fruit- 
less life. The philoso- 
phy of Philip Gil- 
pert Hamerton was 
the opposite of this, 
and was founded 
much more nearly 
on nature. He rec- 
ognized that the 
normal state of the 
world is that of 

| change and devel- 

opment. The unfinished is alive and grow- 
ing; the finished is dead or ready to die. 

Certainly no one can say that Mr. Hamer- 
ton’s unfinished book, “‘ The Quest of Hap- 
piness " (Roberts), is nothing. It is a book 
almost as full of living and healthfully 

stive thought as is his famous “ In- 
tellectual Life.”’ 

The chief merit of Mr. Hamerton’s philoso- 
phy of happiness lies in its cheery good 
sense. He was still at work on this book 
1804, when he died, and 
though aware of the mortal disease that 
was upon him he maintained to the end the 


‘ 
Philip Gilbert Hamerton, 


‘game equable balance betweeen optimism 


and pessimism that characterizes all the 
rest of his seventeen. volumes. There is 
none of the brilliancy of genius in his 
writing, but his clear-eyed sanity will long 
continue to appeal to thoughtful minds. 
“By an effort of your will adjust your 
life to the actual universe as it exists today. 
Keep your dreams of an ideal world, and 


enjoy them, but*never for a moment deceive 


yourself into expecting to find those dreams 
realized in this necessarily imperfect world.”’ 
This is the thesis of “‘ The Quest of Hap- 
piness."" Put into his own limpid and ever 
understandable language, this is the last 
message of the artist-philosopher to the 
world. It is not a message that will suit 
¢ither the airy idealist or the groveling 
realist, but it is one that is likely to live 
lenger and go farther than the rhapsodies 
of the one or the pessimisms of the other. 
Mr. Hamerton did not believe either in the 
possibility or in the desirability of com- 
plete happiness. He held that certain pe- 
culiarities of our nature would make com- 


' plete felicity, supposing it to be possible, 


unsuitable and therefore undesirable. This 
led him into the apparent paradox that a 
completely happy man would be less happy 
than he whose happinessisincomplete. But 
even this did not daunt him. He called it 
one of the cuses in which a part may be 
greater than the whole. 


->- 

The author divides happiness into two 
kinds, or rather into two elements—positive 
and negative. Positive happiness is that 
which comes from doing something which 
gives pleasure. Negative happiness is that 
which comes from peace arid freedom from 
annoyance. The positive is the higher, but 
the negative the more universally important, 
because without it the other cannot be fully 
enjoyed. One of the most striking sentences 
in the book Is that-in which Mr. Hamerton 


» Ilustrates the dual nature of happiness by 


_ this homely simile: 


_amceba—or a stone. 


“The lack of negative happiness is like 
salted coffee, and it is idle to tell us that the 
coffee is delicious in itself so long as we 
cannot get the salt out of it—which no one 
whose life is spoiled has ever yet succeeded 
in doing.”’ 

Let not the misogynist be puffed up when 


he: reads that there is more perfect hap- 


piness for the bachelor than for the married 
man. Neither let the anchorite pat himself 
on-the back on reading that his happiness 


.is more likely to be perfect than that of the 


man who mingles in the intellectual ac- 
tivities of his time. For Mr. Hamerton 
has shown very clearly that perfection of 
happiness is approached only by narrowing 
One's life, so that the only thing that has 
absolutely nothing to mar its serenity is the 
“Happiness is much 
more nearly akin to self-satisfaction than to 
culture, and self-satisfaction is usually 


_ found in its highest perfection in narrow 


- minds and in narrow lives.”’, In other words, 


we come back to the same paradox as be- 
fore—imperfect happiness is higher than 


perfect. 


j -2e- 
Perhaps the most startling conclusion of 
the author is that in which he seems to 


_ prefer the ill-natured man to thhe good- 


natured. The good-natured man. he says, is 
likely to let himself be trampled on by the 
selfish, to be unfit to defend his negative 
happiness in the battle of life, and therefore 
to suffer. On the other hand, the ill- 
natured man not only gets pleasure by dis- 
tilling his poison and shooting it with a 
sting into his victims, but he is likely to 


_. have much more admiration than the good- 


natured man. ‘‘ As the majority of mankind 
have a keen admiration for intelligence and 
malevolence together, so long as they do 
net operate against themselves, whilst 
benevolence is agreeable to them rarely un- 
legs they themselves profit by’ it, the ill- 
naturd person may look forward to a sort 
of aftermath of satisfaction in the admira- 


~ tion of others which is beyond the expecta- 


_ #ixty-three new portraits of authors, 


tions of the good.” 

According to this theory the reviewer 
would secure more admiration and Hence 
more happiness for himself by saying dis- 
agreeable things about Mr. Hamerton’s 
book, rather than by simply giving a com- 
plaisant résumé of its main ideas. as he has 
done. He already begins to regret that he 
was not born ill-natured, so that he might 
heve secured this happiness ‘to be found in 
‘abuse. These very regrets diminish the 
satisfaction of being good-tempered. Evi- 
leftly, if happiness be the “ summum 
bonum,”’ every one ought to take early 


- precautions to bo born ill-natured. 


‘Happily this sort of happiness is not the 
summum bonum in Mr. Hamerton’s philoso- 
phy, and oh® closes his book with as much 
admiration for his high motives as for his 
practicality.

Michael J. A. McAffery, LL. D., who is pre- 
sumably old enough to hnow better, writes some 
verses called, ‘t The Worst Boy in the School,’ 
brvught out by the G. W. Dillingham company. 
In this, as is invariably the case in just such 
poems, the ‘‘ worst boy’’ is about to be ex- 
pelled when a smaller urchin steps forward to 
proclaim, that once when he had gone in swim- 
ming, he bad the cramyr—‘' Till I sweyed to each 
wave idly lapping o'er me, Like a rift of mere 
wreck-weed storm-flung from the shore "’—and 
the other boy swam out and saved hfs life. Théen 
the teacher forgives, of course. If ho had been any 
judge he would have had the boy arrested for 
saving the life of any one who would use 
language of that sort. 

Cureful study of the most modern moéels of 
peetic expression is everywhere to be observed in 
“ The Death of Falstaff, and Other Poems,’’ writ- 
ten by Mr. L. Bruce Moore. With this goes an 
adaptation of them to personal needs which keeps 
the poet from becoming a mere copyist in any of 
his forms, the novelty of which is conspicuous, well 
adapted though they be to his ends. The book 
shows lack of critical discernment in respect of 
inclusiveness. There are at least a third of the 
verses which Go not beicng in any collection by 
which Mr. Moore should wish to have his abilities 
judged. These removed from consideration, the 
remainder attest a futur@ of great promise, even 
more clearly than they prove a present high- 
mindedness. The book is well printed and bound 
by Cushing & Co., Baltimore. 

Poems by Annie Fellcws Johnston and Albion 
Fellows Bacon are put forth by L. C. Page & Co., in 
a binding which lacks significance, under the 
name, ‘‘Scnges Ysame,’’ meaning thereby songs 
gathered together or collected. Of the rather 
slender gift of poetry: the book as a whole 
shows forth, Mr. Bacon a rs to have more than 
his due share; even when s kinswoman is at 
her best there is a plet#@¥#a of minor faults. 
What can be the significance of comparing, for 
example, the tiny patch of sky seen from a tene- 
ment house window to ‘a passing blue-bird’s 
wing ’’? The sky neither passes nor appears 
to, and the under side of such a wing is not 
blue, as the sky may very well be. A sweet little 
carol on page 73 is omitted from the list of con- 
tents. The mature poems are the best in the 
volume, though here again the man’s work excels. 


Professor George Herbert Palmer of Harvard 
writes a little book, ‘*‘ Self-Cultivation ir English,”’ 
which is published by Thomas Y. Crowell & Co. 
It is only with ‘*‘ the mastery of our language as a 
tool *’ that the writer is concerned, and he con- 
trives to simplify the art of using English by 
wiving four excellent rules for the guidance of 
these who,- like himself, found the act of com- 
position a torture. ‘*‘ Look well to your speech.’’ 
is the first of these; *‘ welcome every opportunity 
for writing,’’ the second; ** remember the other 
person,’’ the third: and ‘‘ lean upon your subject,’’ 
the last. It would be hard to find more pertinent 
and cogcnt remarks upon the subject than are 
compacted under these four eminently rational 
precepts. The book is of a size which can be car- 
ried im the pocket and of a weightiness which 
entitles it to be carried in the head.

SURGERY MINUS AKNIFE. 


PROFESSOR JOHN ATKINSON, MANIP- 
ULATIVE “BONESETTER,” HERE. 


London Specialist Intends to Bring 
His Art Before the Local Medical 
Practitioners—Exposition Will Be 
Public and Supposed Incurables 
Will. Be the Patients —His Work 
Among Athletes, Pugilists, and 
Wrestlers. 


‘Professor John Atkinson, the “‘ manipu- 
lative surgeon,”’ or “* bonesetter,’’ of Lon- 
don, who has been given much space in the 
New York papers recently because of sev- 
eral rather sensational cures made by him 
in that city, arrived in Chicago yesterday 
morning and registered at the Palmer 
House. 

His principal purpose in coming here, he 
said, is to treat a patient upon whom he 
operated last summer in London, but he will

take advantage of his stay to bring to the 
attention of the medical profession the ad- 
vantages of manipulative surgery over the 
use of the knife in treating displacements 
of the joints and tendons, as well as many 
forms of lameness. 

He intends to give a demonstration be- 
fore the members of the medical profession 
and representatives of the press upon sup- 
posed incurables afflicted with the above 
named complaints. It will be held in some 
public hall, and will be without charge to 
those operated upon. He had not decided 
upon the time or place yesterday, but said 
he would go to work at once to make the 
necessary arrangements. 

Professor Atkinson is a man of powerful 
physique, and his general appearance goes 


to confirm his statement that for ten years 
he was the champion amateur wrestler of 
England. His great strength is of valuable 
assistance to him in his professional work. 

“T had an interesting experience in New 
York,”’ he said. “I at first encountered tho 
strongest opposition from the medical pro- 
fession, as I did in London, and was looked 
upon as a quack, but those physicians, or 
rather surgeons, who took the trouble to loox 
into my work and witness some of my opera- 
tions came to approve it. I hope to be able 
to prove to the members of the medical pro- 
fession in this city that my methods are de- 
serving of general application. 

“There is, of course, a field for the use of 
the knife, but the steel, in my opinion, is 
used to a much greater extent than is neces~- 
sary. You have some of the finest surgeons 
in the world in this country, but they are 
too prone to use the knife without first con- 
sidering whether it paren not be more ad- 
visable to dispense wit . 

“TI first anes impressed with the ad- 
vantages in the manip@lating process from 
observing some of the operations of Hutton, 
the great bonesetter. My method differs 
from the one employed by him in that I 
use leverage ‘more, and it is not as pain- 
ful. I always keep an injured joint at work. 


Of course, it is necessary to be a good 


anatomist, and one must know the working 
of every joint, muscle, tendon, and nerve 
in the human frame.”’ 


Athletes as Patients. 

Professor Atkinson has been prominently 
identified with the sporting interests of 
England, and has among his patients the 
leading pugilists, wrestlers, and athletes. 
‘Two of the most conspicuous cures in New 
York were those of Wheelock, the left guard 
of the Carlisle Indian football team, and 
Lon Myers, formerly the champion runner. 

The former was injured in the game at 
New York between the Indians and the 
Brown University eleven, and he was in- 
formed at the Manhattan Hospital, where 
he was conveyed in a helpless condition, that 
he would be incapacitated for play at least 
four weeks. 

A New York paper, with the purpose of 
putting Professor Atkinson's method to a 
test, asked him to operz:« upon the injured 
man. He did so, and aiier one operation 
Wheelock regained the use of his arm, and 
within a few days took part in the game in 
this city between the Indians and the Uni- 
versity of Illinois eleven. 

For four years Lon Myers had not been 
able to lift one of his arms above his head. 
The injury was caused by his running 
against a post, and it had been pronounced 
to be of a permanent character. 

Professor Atkinson. treated him, and his 


-manipulation process was so efficacious that 


before he had worked upon him any great 
length of time, Myers, to his surprise, found 
himself able to extend his arm at full length 
above his head. ‘s

Northwestern Receipts Still Heavy. 


The Northwestern markets had 1,448 cars, 
against 1,876 a week ago and only 400 a 
year ago. At the three markets showing 
the big visible increases cash wheat is at 
& premium over futures. The Northwestern 
movement is surprising the statisticians of 
the spring wheat country. The great dis- 
parity between last year’s movement and 
this is due primarily to the cash premium 
which has been maintained. The excellent 
roads have had something to do with facil- 
itating the movemegt of wheat and there 
is unquestionably material duplication ifn 
receipts as reported at the two markets. 
Northwestern elevator men explain also 
that a great deal of wheat from Jowa-and 
Nebraska not considered tributary to Min- 
neapolis and Duluth in ordinary years has 
been attracted in that direction this sea- 
son.

A shrinkage in local pig iron stovks is con-

During Octo- 
ber, as shown by the statistics conipiled by 
the Western Pig Iron association, there was 
a total decrease in stocks of 79,000 tons, of 
which 20,000 tons was in anthracite and 7,000 
tons in chareoal iron. Of the coke iron de- 
crease about. 45,000 tons was in the South 
and 7,000 tons in Pittsburg, other districts 
being Stationary.

PRODUCE TRADE SOMEWHAT SLOW. 


Colder Weather a Check to Traffic in 
Vegetables. 


Only a moderate business was done on South 
Water street yesterday, buyers not being present 
in large numbers and indifferent as to purchases. 
Sellers generally had to make concessions. But- 
ter was in better demand and smaller supply, and 
prices were advanced ic on extra creamery. The 
demand for all kinds of game was better and 
prices easily maintained. Apples were steady.

* Washington, D . C., Nov. 29.—In the United 
Btates Supreme Court an opinion was ren- 
gered today in the case of the St. Anthony 
Seis Water Company vs. The City of St. 
, involving the right of that city to 
pitilize the water of the Mississippi River 
domestic purposes, the opinion being 

ed down by Justice Pecklam. 

‘The action was instituted by the water 
power company to test the validity of an 
act of the Minnesota Legislature authoriz- 
ing the city to divert a portion of the water 
in face of the fact that this company’s char- 
poor granted it the use, under the usages 

ning to riparian rights, of all the 
aie in the river for its purposes. 

Justice Peckham said in deciding the case 
that the extent of the riparian rights of 
the company was a matter of local law and 
that the State’s jurisdiction is exclusive. It 
was also alleged in behalf of the St. Anthony 

y that its contract with the State 
was involved, but Justice Peckham said 
that when the State entered into a contract 
with that company the agreement was made 
subject impliedly to the diversion of water 
by municipal corporations and others of 
water for domestic purposes. The case 
came to this court on appeal by the St. 
Anthony company from the decision of the 
Supreme Court of Minnesota, and the de- 
gision 6f that court was upheld by today’s 
decision. 

Lottery Franchise Invalid. 

Justice Harlan handed down the opinion 
fin the case of J. J. Douglas, plaintiff in error, 
vs. The Commorwealth of Kentucky, hold- 
ing the franchise of the Frankfort lottery 
to be invalid. The case was brought to the 
Supreme Court by Douglas on allegations of 
error in the decision of the Kentucky Court 
of Appeals; which was adverse to him. 

In rendering his opinion Justice Harlan 
quoted thhe provision of the Kentucky con- 
stitution of 1891, revoking all lottery char- 
ters heretofore granted and forbidding the 
existence of lotteries in the State. He con- 
sidered at some length the woatention of 
Douglas that the revocation of his charter 
worked the revocation of a contract in

SEEK AIDS TO SHIPMENTS 


Propositions Offered to Reduce 
Charges on Grain. 


NO CONCLUSION YET REACHED

Presidents and tRaffic officials of the Fast- 
ern roads were in session here yesterday try- 
ing to stop the existing freight rate demorali- 
zation and to find means for stimulating 
east-bound shipments. Up to a late hour 
last evening an agreement had not been 
reached, and another session will be held 
today. 

It is found imperatively necessary that 
something should be done to stimulate east- 
bound traffic. East-bound grain shipments 
by the Chicago east-bound roads have been 
much lighter during the last three months 
than they were last year, although the lake 


lines have been doing a larger business than © 


ever before, and the Western roads could 
scarcely find cars to transport all the grain 
that was offered to Chicago. It was general- 
ly admitted that the present east-bound 
freight rates were too high, and that rate- 
cutting had to be indulged in to secure busi- 
ness. The statement was freely made by 
some traffic officials that a material reduc- 
tion in grain rates had to-be made if the 
Eastern roads meant to secure much busi- 
ness this winter. It was pointed out that 
the close of navigation is not likely to bring 
relief, as the low rates quoted by the gulf 
roads would take the export business via 
the gulf ports. 

The traffic officials were appointed a spe- 
cial committee to prepare a plan of action 
and submit it to th@ Presidents. Proposi- 
tions were made in the committee meeting 
to reduce the rate on grain to 20 cents and 
to 17% cents a hundred pounds, Chicago to 
New York. Some officials contend there was 
no use in reducing rates on any other grain. 

than corn. A proposition was then made 
to make the rate on all grain 20 cents except 
export corn, for which the rate should be 
fixed atiScents. Sucha rate, it was insisted, 
was necessary to meet the gulf competition. 
A conclusion could not be reached. 

It is not probable the meeting will adjourn 
without taking some action, and the opinicn 
is that a recommendation will be made to 
the Joint Traffic association to make the 
rate on export corn 15 cents @ hundred 
pounds and on other — and flour 20 cents. 


If east-bound reas from Chicago are 
short of cars, as has been asserted lately, 
they must be getting heavy consignments 
of freight at other points than Chicago. 
Never before have east-bound freight ship- 
ments from Chicago by the allrail lines 
been lighter than for the last three months. 
Last week’s statement of through shipments 
from Chicago to seaboard points and for 
export is exceedingly discouraging to the 
railroads. Flour, grain, and provisions 
shipped by the ten east- bound roads last 
week amounted to only 28,818 tons, against 
46.496 tons for the corresponding week last 
year, a decrease of 17,678 tons. The tariff 
rate on grain, 22% cents a 100 pounds, Chi- 
cago to New York, is prohibitive, and little 
grain can be secured at that rate. The gulf 
roads charge only- 15 cents a 100 pounds 
from Kansas City and other Southwestern 
Missouri River points to gulf ports, and in 
consequence the bulk of the business is be- 
ing shipped via New Orleans, Galveston, 
and Port Arthur. 

Lake navigation will come to an end this 
week. Shipments by lake this season have 
been larger than ever before. The ava- 
riciousness of the Eastern roads in trying

FINDLAY, FORT WAYNE AND WEST-

The party made iis an- 
nual inspection of the track and other prop- 
erty of the company, which was found in 
first-class shape. 


' Plans Are Decided On. 
At the directors’ meeting definite plans

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Washington, D. C., Nov. 29.—The govern- 
ment directors and the receivers of the 
Kansas Pacific railroad, which is to be sold 
Dec, 15, have submitted to the Attorney 
Gentral the figures from which the value 
of the property is to be estimated. Their 
figures as to earnings and income, while 
differing slightly, agree for all practical 
purposes. These figures, in round num- 
bers*show the following gross and net earn- 
ings for the years from 1889 to 1896, inclu- 
sive: 1889, gross earnings $3,055,000, net 
earnings $1,059,000; 1890, gross $3,040,000, 
net $774,473; 1891, gross 2,039,000, net

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New York, Nov. 29.—[Special.]—President 
Depew of the New York Central railroad, 
who is also President of the Joint Traffic 
association, was asked today whether the 
pooling bill views of President Smith of the 
Louisville and Nashville were held by any 
substantial number of railroad men. Mr. 
Smith, in an interview in Louisville yes- 
terday, expressed himself quite vigorously 
against the effort to pass a pooling law, and 
also declared that the Interstate Commerce 
commission, instead of being weakened by 
recent Supreme Court decisions, has been 
deprived of no power given it by Congress. 

President Depew said: 

‘**In my opinion there can be no substan- 
tial prosperity in this country until the rail- 
roads prosper, and I do not see how the rail- 
roads can prosper if an interminable rate 
war is to be waged uponthem. Some states- 
men tell us, as does President Smith, that 
a pooling law is too great a power to cen- 
tralize in the hands of any public commis- 
sion, but the absence of one is tending on 
the one hand to create a middleman’s mo- 
nopoly as against both producer and con- 
sumer, and at the same time to destroy the 
main hope of prosperity for the railroads. 
The pooling legislation the railroads are now 
seeking would establish a uniform rate 

roughout the country and bring us back 
e the old conditions when the farmer 

hipped his product direct to the sales mar- 
ket and based his selling price on natural 
conditions rather than on the arbitrary rate 
fixed for him by a ey: 


Milwaukee, Wis., Nov. 29.—The Chicago, 
Milwaukee and 8t. Paul railroad announced 
today a $7 rate between Chicago and St.

SMALLEST DEATH RATE KNOWN. 


Local November Record Broken in the 
Statement for the Week End- 
ing Nov. 27. 


Based on the school census figures of pop- 
ulation—1,620,000, announced July 11, 1896— 
and claiming nothing for increase during 
the intervening seventeen months, the 
death rate last week was less than 11 for 
each 1,000 per annum. This is the lowest 
on record for any November week in the 
history of the city.

Health Commissioner Reynolds says: 

“The improved quality of the water sup- 
ply since the first week of October is ré- 
flected in the decreasing deaths from ty- 
phoid fever and acute intestinal diseases. 
On five days of the week there was no 
sunshine and there was only 19 per cent 
of possible sunshine during the entire week. 
This may be expected to cause an increase 
in deaths from diphtheria and lung diseases 
during the current week.’’ 


IS AFTER THE ASPHALT TRUST. 


Governor Pingree Proposes to Cheapen 
the Cost of Pavements in the 
| Big Cities. 


Detroit, Mich., Nov. 29.—Governor Pin- 
gree’s object in getting possession of a 
Venezuelan asphalt lake is now asserted 
to be for the purpose of breaking the asphalt 
combine sco that municipal ownership of 
asphalt paving plants may be assured, and 
to permit laying of asphalt pavements by 
local contractors instead of allowing the 
combine to monopolize the business. The 
Governor does not yet admit his connection 
with the asphalt business, but in an inter- 
view today he declared that asphalt is the 
coming pavement, and that within seven 
years nothing else will be laid in the United 
States.

DECISION AS TO'FEE OFFICIALS. 


County Attorney Iles Gives an Opin- 
ion Helping the Monthly Pay- 
roll of Employes. 


County Attorney Iles yesterday gave his 
opinion on the payment of money by the 
fee olficials to the County board in order 
to meet the monthly payroll of the em- 
ployés of the fee officers. The questions 
were submitted to him by the Finance com- 
mittee as follows: 

Can monthly payments into the County Treasury 
of the fees and perquisites of the respective county 
fee offices be made by the several county offices 
in such manner as to be available as county funds 
immediately after the receipts of such payments 
by the County Treasurer? 

Will the payments, if made by the officials and 
accepted by the Treasurer upon order of the 
County board, be an acquittal in full of the 
amounts so paid? 

County Attorney Iles.held that. the fa 
interpretation of both the statute and co 
stitution -reduiring the fee officials of t 
county to make semi-annual reports deés 
not mean that they may not make reports 
oftener. It means, he says, that they shall 
be made not less than once in six months. 

The question will be submitted to three 
Judges of the Circuit and Superior Courts 
for an opinion. If they sustain the County 
Attorney in his view it is belleved some 
of the fee officers may assist the County 
board in putting into effect the new plan 
by paying over the receipts of their offices 
monthly. 

Some of the officials will never consent to 
paying over their receipts until the law is 
changed. County Clerk Knopf says that 
as County Clerk he will not change from 
his present methods of doing business, as 
the constitution and statuté are both silent 
in reference to his office. As Clerk of the 
County Court he will come under the new 
rule. 


| ACCEPT DRAINAGE WARRANTS. 


Four Chicago Banks Agree to Take 
Them at 4 Per Cent, a Savirg 
of $20,000. 


‘The Drainage board, through F.. M. Blount, 
treasurer, has secured the acceptance of its 
tax. levy warrants at 4 per cent by the banks 
which share in the deposits of the tréasurer. 
The banks which offer to take the war- 
rants are the Chicago National, Metrvupoli- 
tan National, Fort Dearborn National, and 
the Garden City. Several days azo the 
treasurer secured tho acceptance of $160,0u0 
of the warrants at the reduced rate, and yes- 
terday afternoon he notified the Finance 
committee of the board that all the warrants 
would be similarly accepted. This is said to 
be the lowest figure at which any Chicago 
municipal warrants have ever been accept- 
ed by banks. . 

During the next six moriths, Chairman 
Wenter of the Finance committee says, tle 
board will issue $1,500,000 of warrants, bo- 
ing principally for fiscal estimates, land 
damages, and bridges under construction. 
The warrants have been carrying 5 per cent. 
Their acceptance at 4 per cent will save $20,- 
000 during the coming year.. 

The board has ceased negotiation with the 
Pennsylvania railroad company for a cut- 
off under the section of the railroad com- 
pany’s yards.- The oppositiog of the city to 
any arrangement that recognizes the rights 


. of the railroad company to the land that 


extends over a portion of the old bed of the 
river has caused an end to the negotiations. 
Unless the federal government takes a hand 
in the matter, as intimated by Major Mar- 
shall several times, and asserts its right to 
recover the land to the stream, the board 
will proceed to negotiate for the same. if 
the railroad company declines to negotiate 
a condemnation suit will be filed.

Mayor Harrison Allots Five- 
Year Garbage Contract. 
sige ce 
THOSE WHO SECURE JOBS. 


Bids and Systems in Each of 
the Four Divisions. 


YERKES FAILS TO APPEAR. 


Mayor Harrison yesterday decided the 
matter of the five-year garbage contract. 
Under the specifications the city was di- 
vided into four districts, and bids were in- 
vited on each of these as well as on the city 
as a whole. In awarding the cdntract the 
Mayor gave it out by districts instead of for 
the entire work, and selected the lowest 
bidder in each ‘district. The award was 
as follows:

The districts and the systems of reducing 
garbage to be used in each are as follows: 
First district—The North Side; Merz system. 

Second’ district—The South Side; Chamberlain 


system. 
Third district—The West Side south of Madison 


street; Flinn system. 
Fourth district—The West Side north of Mad- 


ison street; Merz system. 

The bid of Mulcaire & Burke for the en- 
tire work, the lowest one offered, was $1,827,- 
749, or $46,072 less than the total of the 

award by districts. The Mayor, however, 
argued that by dividing the work he could 
secure better results than by giving it to 
one firm, as well as leave a better chance 
for competition on the next contract than 
would be possible if one firm had its plant 
established and then practically controlled 
a monopoly of the work. 

The time for the beginning of the contract 
was also extended until March 1, 1898, in 
order to give the successful bidders time 
to erect their plants. They also have ten 
days in which to file their bonds of $200,000 
each. Allof them said yesterday they would 
do this at once. The existing contracts will 
be extended until the new ones go into-effoct. 

Mulcaire & Burke are an old garbage con- 
tracting firm in Chicago, and already have 
a number of wards. 

Mr. Dowdle, of Dowdle & Chamberiain, is 
a local masonry contractor. Mr. Chamber- 
lain is a wholesale liquor dealer of Detroit, 
and owner of the system now in operation in 
that city. 

Hanrahan & Downey are Chicago con- 
tractors. The Flinn system they will put 
in is in operation in Pittsburg, and the 
Merz system, to be used by Mulcaire & 
Burke, is in use in a raceuped of. smaller 
Eastern cities.

Charles T. Yerkes could not get around 
to the meeting of the Council Committee on 
Rivers and Harbor yesterday, so that body 
did nothing toward lowering the tunnels 
and deepening the river more than to add 
the names of John C. Spry and George 
Merryweather to the committee named to 
draw up a memorial.to Congress and urge 
upon that body the necessity of an appro- 
priation for the Chicago River. 

After the committee had waited around 
about an hour without doing anything a 
telephone message was received from Mr. 
Yerkes saying he would be unable to be 
present, and asking the committee to name 
some other date for meeting. Alderman 
Francis was disposed to object to having to 
wait on Mr. Yerkes’ pleasure, but Aldermen 
Coughiin, Kent, and others said it was all 
right, and so the committee adjourned un- 
til 11 a. m. tomorrow, when it is hoped Mr. 
Yerkes will be present. 

The general understanding, however, is he 
will refuse to do anything, arguing the tun- 
nels are the property of the city, and if it 
wants them lowered it must do it itself. 
Mr. Yerkes’ friends aré also advancing the 
arguinent that until the franchise extension 
ordinances are passed he has no surety he 
will need the tunnels after 1903, and it would 
be extremely foolish of him to go to any 
expense in lowering them until this point is 
settled. This argument is being made asa 
réason why the extension ordinances should 
be passed when introduced, the idea being to 
link them with the river improvement 
project. 

Ex-City Engineer Artingstall estimated 
the cost of necessary river improvement by 
the city at $3,000,000. Of this $2,000,000 
would have to be spent in lowering the tun- 
nels and $1,000,000 in fixing the bridges. 

While waiting for Mr. Yerkes Alderman 
Francis revived the old project of a water- 
way 200 feet wide from the lake to the river 
between Sixteenth and Seventeenth streets, 
but no one paid any serious attention to it.

NOIS NATIONAL’S RECEIVER.

Admits He Said That Dawes, as Con- 
troller; Would Prefer Another Per- 
son in the Place—Conference with 
Bank Stockholders and Friends— 
Denies Any Part in Making the 
Story Publfce—John C. McKeon and 


George E. Adams Talk.

No recent development in things polftical 
has caused so much lively comment as the 
story from Washington, and its confirma- 
tion here, that Colonel Huntington W. Jack- 
son had declined to qualify as receiver of 
the National Bank of Illinois, because 
Charles G. Dawes wants another man in 
the place. It was the topic of gossip yes- 
terday among business-men as well as pol- 
iticlans, and a great many expressed sur- 
prise that Colonel Jackson should be 
‘‘turned down” for ne other reason than 
the one given. 

*“*I wish you would make the statement 
for me,’ said Colunel Jackson, ‘‘ that Iam 
not responsible for the story being made 
public. I had nothing whatever to do with 
it. I never told any person, either, that in 
the event of my qualifying and entering 
upon the duties of the trust I was certain to 
be removed for political reasons. 

*“*I have nothing to criticise. I did say 
that Mr. Dawes, when he becomes Con- 
troller, would prefer another person for re- 
ceiver, but mentioned no name. In view of 
all the circumstances, therefore, I simply 
concluded it would not be wise to qualify 
and enter upon the duties of the office. I 
conferred with two members of the stock- 
holders’ committee of the bank, and they, as 
well as some of my friends, agreed with me, 

** Previous to my appointment I had no 
acquaintance with Mr. Dawes. But since 
then we have met and talked the matter 
over, and he frankly told me his position 
regarding the receivership. I have no un- 
kind feeling towards anybody about it. My 
appointment was a complete surprise to me. 
It came entirely unsolicited.”’ 

The stockholders of the bank refused to 
discuss the affair. 

John C. McKeon, the present receiver, de- 
clared his only knowledge of the course 
taken by Colonel Jackson was derived from 
reading THE TRIBUNE’S Washington (dis- 
patch yesterday morning. George E. Adams 
said the printed story gave him his first 
information that Colonel Jackson had with- 
drawn his acceptance of the appointment.

“he was perfectly satisfactory to every 
one interested in the bank and its affairs.”’ 


HENDERSON SEEKS A NEW LEG. 


Iowa Congressman Is in Chicago and 
Talks of Possible Congression- 
al Action. 


“T have legs enough scattered around the 
country to equip a dozen men; but that 
makes no difference, I want another one.”’

Congressman D. B. Henderson of Iowa gave 
utterance to the above, and said also that 
he had spent the day going from one fac- 
tory of artificial limbs to another in search 
of a satisfactory member.

As 
to the Cuban question, my sympathies are 
all with the insurgents. At the same time 
I am an American and first of all oppose 
doing anything to disturb our foreign rela- 
tions thatsayould not protect our own in- 
terest. 

“So far as the money question is cun- 
cerned, I have seen*ho proposition for a 
solution of it that appears at all satis- 
factory. Whether I am in favor of retiring 
the greenbacks or not is a question I pre- 
fer not to answer at this time. But I would 
retire them unless something better in the 
way of a substitute can be offered than 
anything I have heard of up to date. 

* What’ I want done this winter,’’ con- 
tinued the Congressman, “‘ is to have passed 
a good and comprehensive bankrupt law. 
In my judgment that is something we need 
about as much gs anything else. I got a 
bill through the. House at the last session 
and expect to introduce it again. Senator 
Nelson got one through the Senate at the 
extra session. It was altogether different, 
though, from mine.” 


MANY VICTIMS WANT TOBIN. 


Some Cashed Bogus Checks and Others 
Are on His Bond in Two 
Cases. 


It appears that E. J. Tobin, who leaped 
from a fast-moving train near Logansport, 
Ind., Sunday morning, is badly wanted by 
many victimized persons in this city..Charles 
Oakley, William E. Hughes, Andrew Dun- 
ning, and David T. Duncombe are the most 
anxious to catch the fugitive. They are his 
bondsmen in two cases in the aggregate 
sum of $2,500. In both Tobin was arrested 
on charges of conspiracy todefraud. Early 
last June Tobin is said to have gone before 
Justice Salsbury of Cicero and made com- 
plaint against Henry Bruegerstradt, a sa- 
loonkeeper at 126 South Clark street, for 
selling liquor to minors; swore outa warrant 
and had Constable W. D. Kruse serve it. 
Bruegerstradt was taken before the justice, 
and continued the case, but handed the jus- 
tice a $10 bill. Then he turned around and 
had the justice, the constable, and Tobin 
arrested on a charge of conspiracy. The 
latter got W. E. Hughes and David T. Dun- 
combe to sign his bond for $1,500. In the 
second case he was arrested for selling stock 
in a bogus company, operated by a Mr. Bar- 
ringer, and held in the sum of $1,000. This 
time Charles Oakley and Andrew Dunning 
became his bondsmen. In the meantime, it 
is claimed, Tobin had succeeded in getting 
a large number of forged checks for small 
amounts cashed at various;saloons and 
other places. Then he sent his wife to her 
parents at Sioux City, Ia., and absconded.
